British bankers and merc ts regard the 
shipping industry as thé eter of the 
world’s trade, in much the same manner 
as Americans look on fron and steel as an 
index to the country’s prosperity. Present 
conditions carry conviction to merchants 
and financiers that the curtailment of busi- 
ness and activity is not confined to any one 
country, but is well night universal. About 
the only excepiion which London shipowners 
make to this generalization is with Argen- 
tina. Activit; there, however, has not much 
benefited shipowners here in consequence 
of the sharp competition which has sprung 
up among them for the River Plata trade. 


; Ship Owners of One Accord. 

In the neighborhood of Lime street, Whit- 
tington avenue, and Austin Friars, where 
are the leading London shipowners and 
ocean transportation offices, the statement 
is openly made that scarcely a shipowner 
at present is earning the annual allowance 
for depreciation.

Slump in Freight Rates.

“It has not developed the mercantile ma- 
rine, at least at this time. In time you will 
develop the mercantile marine,” said a lead- 
ing Austinfriars ship broker. “ You are a 
seafaring people. I can well recall during 
my fifty years of experience in this industry 
when you led the world in sailing vessels. 
“We chartered scores for France during the 
Crimean war. They beat everything afloat. 
Times changed and we took the lead in the 
iron industry. You-were engaged in war 
then and in developing internal resources. 
When America finishes that work you will 
turn to shipping again. 

* We Englishmen had to take to water,” 
he continued, smilingly. “ There was not 
room fot us on land. Still I think you are 
fortunate in @ot having a mercantile marine 
at this timé. For two years you had goods 
carried at primary cost and actually below 
cost. Why should your people complain? 

“In my long experience I never have seen 
rates lower. I recall them as low, but wages 
and other things are higher now, so condi- 
tions are worse. The British shipping in- 
dustry is at its lowest point in the memory 
of any living man of my acquaintance. If 
men were prepared, this is the time to acquire 
new tonnage, for construction is at its lowest 


point in history." 
Tonnage Declines inf, Price. 

_At thig.point the managing director of what 
probably is the largest shipbuilding corpora- 
tion in the united kingdom was introduced. 

“ We need an experience such as the pres- 
ent,” said he, “to show us that man is not 
infallible. It forees shipbuilders and ship- 
owners to economy.” 

This gentleman .said that despite the se- 
vere depression and the closing down of some 
yards there still ts upward of 800,000 tons of 
shipping in British yards. This is about 
600,000 tons less than at the same time in 
1001. The price of new tonnage, he esti- 
mated, had declined 20 to 30 per cent from 
the cost prevailing during boom years. .

RUSSIAN VESSELS ARE SWIFT. 


Battleships Czarevitch and Retvizan 
Said to Have Developed a Speed 
of Twenty Knots. 


TIENTSIN, July 2.—It is reported here 
that in the speed trials conducted recently 
outside of Port Arthur by the Russian bat- 
tleships, Czarevitch and Retvizan, these 
vessels developed twenty knots, and this is 
taken to prove that the repairs made upon 
them were successful. 

It is declared that 132,000 Russian troops 
are engaged in guarding railroad communi- 
cations, and that the consequent scarcity of 
troops at the disposal of Gen, Kouropatkin 
prevents him from taking active steps 
against the enemy.

Others believe 
that Field Marshal Oyama, the newly ap- 
pointed commender inchief of the Japanede 
forces in Manchuria,. has decided not to 
venture further until the rains are over. 
Others again see a connection between the 
Japanese retreat and the appearance of a 
Rusgian squadron thréatening the Japanese 
of communication. . 

“The Liaoyang correspondent of the Bourse 
“Gandite declares that the entire credit for the 
Japanese retreat belongs to Gen. Kouropat- 
kin, who at last has rewarded the patience 
of the Russian people. Unless quite an un- 
foreseen change in the situation occurs, the 
remainder of the campaign, it is ‘believed 
here, will be distinctly favorable to the Rus- 
sians, owing to the failure of the Japanese 
to establish a base at Inkow, where they 
could have: enjoyed unrivaled facilities for 
harassing Gen. Kouropatkin.

The trough should be one foot longer on one 
side than the sticks of the longest rocket 
and inclined In the. direction the rockets are 
to be thrown. 

When lighting the fuse of a rocket, which 
may be seen under the body, keep your head 
away and be ready to jump.. After touching 
the fuse remain at some distance, as the dis- 
charge which sends the rocket into the air ts 
sometimes dangerous if you get too close.

tionate with the decline in the cost of new 
tonnage construction. Activity on the part 
of the government, together with . trades 
unions, has kept labor at a high cost. New 
tonnage has been contracted for recently at 
$27.50 to $28.75 per ton, per finished ship, 
which in 1900 commanded $45 and more. 


Labor Factor in United States. 

In speaking of American shipping, the 
managirg owner of an extensive line dealing 
with South America and the United States, 
hn | congratulating America on not having 
depression in shipping to deal with, in addi- 
tion to trade contraction, said: 

“You cannot develop a mercantile marine 
until your labor conditions change. Why, 
an American freight handler on the docks 
would not work for what 4 captain of a 
British tramp steamer gets in wages. There 
are many tramp captains who receive but 
$1,000 a year. We are paying freight han- 
dlers in Brooklyn as high as $5 a day. 

“ Perflaps the revival of British shipping 
will come with the depression in American 
trade,” continued this authority, “It you 
have surplus material and begin to dump 
you may need our tonnage. Already we 
see some signs of American dumping. We | 
carried American steel rails to Brazil and 
laid them down at $4 or $5 less than the 
British manufacturers could make them.” . 


Most Pronounced in Twenty-five Years. 
S. F. Watts of Watts, Watts & Co., owners 
of probably the largest fleet of tramp steam- 
ers in England, said that the prevailing trade 
depression is the most pronounced in his ex- 
perience, covering twenty-five years. 

At present,” sald Mr. Watts, “it seems 
there is no bright spot anywhere. It is the 
game story all over. There is nothing doing 
in the carrying trade with America, the Cape, 
the Baltic, the River Plata, Australia, India, 
or the Black sea. So far as America is con- 
ferned the Hners have driven the tramps out 
ef business. That is nothing new, however. 
Twenty years ago some liners carried wheat 
from America for nothing, and I think paid 
something besides to secure cargoes for bal- 
last. 


“To my mind the depression in the ship- 
building industry and, carrying trade is due 
to two main causes. In the first instance 
during the boom period too much capital went 
into shipping and that resulted in an over- 
production of tonnage.’ This was accentu- 


ated when the ships employed in the south , 


African war returned to commerce. The de- 
pression set‘in first in Germany, then in 
Great Britain and south Africa, and now in 
America. With more ships and less freight 
it is inevitable that shipping should suffer 
severely. 
Shipping Slow to Recover. 
“Brom what quarter improvement . will 
come I do not know. While the wer in 


-gouth Africa stimulated our business, that 


in the far east has exerted no influence. The 
little spurt at the outset was due to the de- 
mand for coal. That soon disappeared. 
Now there are miany ships lying idle in Chi- 
nese and Japanese ports for want of car-

Smith, the former 
western champfon, Lawrence Auchteérlonis 
and several others striving for first honors, 
the standard of play will not be far, if any, 
behind that seen in the British open cham- 
pionship. As far as the field is concerned 
from a professiona! standpoint. the only dif- 
ference from that at Grand Rapids will be the 
addition of sixteen eastern experts and two 
or three western professionals. 

Those of the eastern contingent who are 
expected to finish well up are Donald J. 
Ross of Oakley, John Hobens of Yountakah, 
N. Y¥.; John and Alec. Campbell of Boston, 
George Low of Baltusrol, and Isaac Mackie 
of Fox Hills. 

None of these, however, is likely to win

Two good rounds does 
not win a championship, and several of the 
western players demonstrated at Grand 
Rapids that their great fault is inconsist- 
ency. However, the game has its uncer- 
tainties,.and even if first honors are con- 
ceded to be already cinched for one of three 
or four players, it is possible for some second 
choice to come to the front, as did Jack Park, 
in the British open championship. 

The refreshing feature of the national 
championship will be the presence of Walter 
Egan, the western amateur champion, H. 
Chandler Egan, Alden B. Swift, Bruce D. 
Smith, Nathaniel Moore, Robert E. Hunter, 
and other young amateurs. At Grand Rapids 
the absence of amateur talent robbed the 
tournament of some of its color, as it always 
is interesting to compare the work of the 
amateurs with the pros. It will be sur- 
prising if two or three of the amateurs do 
not beat out more than half the professionals 
entered! 


Good Course Conditions Promised. 

The majority of the contestants will be 
on hand by Tuesday and will have ample 
time to get familiar with the links. Supt. 
Dick Leslie has been working hard on the 
course, and, barring poor weather, it will be 
in first class condition. Glen View is second 
to none in the running of tournaments, and 
that end of the event is sure to be success- 
ful. It is up to the players to do the rest.

SILBR’S TALK OF PHB RING 


JOHN WILLE SHOWS HE IS A 
TOUGH CUSTOMER. 


Local Light Heavyweight, by Holding 
Ex-Champion George Gardner tc a 
Draw, Demonstrates He Is a Hard 
Proposition to Beat, at Least in 
a Six Round Centest — Basterner 
Shows to Better Advantage at Long 
Range Work. 

{BY GEORGE SILER.) 

John Wille demonstrated in his battle with 
George Gardner at the Battery D club on 
Friday night that he is one of the toughest 
propositions in the business to handle, at 
least in a six round contest. Within the last 
six nmronths Wille has held such good ones as 
Marvin Hart and Jack Root to draws, beat 
that hard hitting and tough fighter, Larry 
Temple, and on Friday night got an even 
split with Gardner, Quite a creditable show- 
~ for a supposed outsider. 

n his contest with George he came in 
eighteen pounds overweight, which was quite 
a handicap for the ex-light heavyweight 
champion. But George took him on just the 


‘same and is entitled to considerable credit 


for so doing. The articles stipulated the men 
weigh in at 165 pounds at 3 o'clock on the 
afternoon of the contest, but Wille, so it was 
claimed, wrenched his back early in the week 
and was compelled to let up in his work and 
was therefore not In as good condition, he 
said, to do himself justice. However that 
may be he put up the best fight of his career. 
If he had: vot he would have received the 
short end of the purse. 

At long range work Gardner showed to the 
better advantage, scoring any number of 
clean hits in the first two sessions. The tide 
of battle veered to the Wille side of the house 
in the third round, as he hooked over quite 
a number of left handers, which,-although a 
bit high, had force enough behind them to 
shake George up. These blows did not worry 
George as much as did the right handers 
which John pumped into his body at close 
quarters, one especially doubling up Gardner 
like a jack knife. He weathered the round 
out and came up apparently fresh for the 
fourth, which, by the way, was the slowest 
of the six. ' 

In this session Gardner forced Wille all 
over the ring but, with the exception of a 
few straight lefts to the face, which John 
took good naturedly, he could not locate the 
spot. It was George’s round, as was also 
the fifth by a small shade. 

The final period was on the roughhouse 
order, Loth men battling continuously at 
close quarters. It was in that session that 
Wille’s extra weight began to tell as he bull- 
rushed Gardner to the ropes and kept him 
there during the greater part of the round. 
They fought like demons at close quarters, 
principally at the body, and at the final gong 
they were pretty well fagged. Gardner did not 
show to as good advantage as was expected, 
but it must be remembered that Wille, short, 
stocky, strong, and clever at slipping his 
head out of danger, is a hard subject for the 
best of them to solve. 

Jack Munroe. looking big. strong, and in 
excellent health, arrived in Chicago from 
San Francisco last Sunday, accoinpanied by 
his trainer, Tim McGrath, and Harry Pol- 
lok. Kis manager, and remained here dur- 
ing the week, illustrating his boxing abili- 
ties at a local theater. Munroe’s work gave 
fight fans no line as to how he could per- 
form in a real fight, as his bouts were on 
the friendly order against men several classes 
in weight below his division. He showed 
activity with hands and feet and a fair 
smattering of science. The fact he could 
not cut loose undoubtedly hampered him 
some, as men of his weight. 220 pounds, gen- 
erally show to’ poor advap in friendly 


/exhibitions. 


Jack had little to say regarding his com- 
ing fight with Jeffries other than he would 
be on hand and give the champion the best 
he has in his pugilistic shop. Pollok and 
McGrath acted as Munroe’s spokesmen and 
showed no hesitancy in saying their pro- 
tégé would be the next heavyweight cham- 

ion. 

Prim figures it out thus: “ Jeff punched 
Sharkey, an older and much lighter man, for 
twenty-five rounds and could not knock him 
out. He luckily beat Fitzsimmons the first 
time they fought and received the severest 
beating of his life the last time they hooked 
up, and if Fitz’s hands had not given out 
Jeff would not be champion today, He beat 
Corbett and Ruhlin quit. So his. record, 
wile it looks good on paper, is nothing to 
boast of. If he’could not knock out Sharkey, 
who weighed but 175 pounds, how can he 
expect to knock out a strong, husky, hard 
hitting 210 pounder like Munroe? We have 
got a chance, and do not be surprised to see 
Jack the heavyweight champion the latter 
part of August.” 

Pollok is even more enthusiastic over 
Munroe’s chances to beat Jeff than is Mc- 
Grath. He says he does not think Jim can 
get into condition to fight a hard battle 
such as Jack will surely give him; that he 
is far from being in good health, and that 
he weighed at least 250 pounds when he saw 
him at Harbin springs. Also that he “ blew 
up” after’ boxing two fast rounds. Pollok 
took little stock in Jeff's injured knee, and 
sald the fight was postponed because the 
champion feared his man. 

Pollok and McGrath are the only men, to 
my knowledge, that take Munroe seriously, 
and there is a method tn their madness. 


While Jeffries and Munroe ar~ figuring on 
the outcome of their battle in August,.Man- 
ager Jim Coffroth of the Yosemite Athletic 
club, under whose auspices the fight is to be 
held, is having troubles of his own with Man- 
ager Levy of the Hayes Valley club regard- 
ing a permit to pull off the big battle. The 
latter organization hae the prior right to the 
August date, according.to reports. as the 
Shasta club, which is also controlled by Cof- 
froth and which had been promised the Au- 
gust permit, has waived its claim and Levy 
strenuously objects to the Yosemite secur- 
ing a date which rightfully belongs to him. 

Two members of the police commission rec- 
ommended granting the August date to the 
Hayes Valley club, and the matter will be 
settled this week. Should Coffroth be side- 
tracked by the police commission the big 
fight will have to be postponed until Septem- 
ber, and the fighters, should they care to, can 
claim the club’s forfeit. Levy, it will be re- 
membered, outmanaged Coffroth in the 
Corbett-Jimmy Britt fight. and 
as he is. strong in politics he may beat him 
in the present controversy. 


The date of the six round encounter be- 
tween Bob Fitzsimmons and Jack O’Brien 
has been changed from July 6 to July &, and 
its outcome is looked forward to witf great 
interest. The old fellow has been tfaining 
as if hie life depended on the result, and re- 
ports from his quarters him in eondition 
to go six rounds speedy enough to keep Jack 
on a continual move. Fits was undoubtedly 
the grandest fighter that ever stripped for 
action in this or any other country, and the 
old fellow believes he has enough left in his 
sturdy arms to upset any man in the game to- 


ably lack of spéed that will handicap Bob 
next Friday night, as O’Brien is certainly an 
élusive customer. The Philadelphian is con- 
fident he will put it on the old man to the 
extent of a knockout. If he does he wil] be 
the first man outside of the champion to ac- 
somplish the trick. The winner. in all prob- 
ability, will be matched with either Tommy 
Ryan or Jack Root. 


Joe Gans, the lightweight champion, 
either losing his form or Dave Holly, the 
colored Philadelphia boxer, is a sure enough 
comer, judging from their recent contest at 
Philadelphia. The accounts of the battle 
say that Holly for the third time within six 
months demonstrated his superiority over 
the champion in a six round tilt; that Dave 
had Gans holding continuously to avoid pun- 
ishment, and that in the third round, when 
it looked as if Joe would go down under 
punishment, Al Herford, Gans’ manager, 
attempted to climb into the ring to have his 
protégé lose on a foul rather than see him 
knocked out. 

Gans has been ruling the lightweight roost. 
since May 12, 1902, when he won the cham- 
pionship by knocking out Frank Erne in the 
first round. He has had a number of close 
calls since then, especially in nodecision con- 
tests, but when the money is down and a 
decision is to be rendered he takes down the 
long end of the purse. Negotiations are now 
pending regarding a match between Jimmy 
Gardner and Gans for the ightweight cham- 
plonship, the battle if arranged to 
place at San Francisco next November.

REVENUE LAW FOR FILIPINOS. 


Bill Passed Which Will Add $5,000,- 
000 Annually to the Islands’ | 
Treasury. 


MANILA, July 2.—The intefnal revenue law 
prepared by Gov. Wright has been passed 
by .the commission after an extensive public 
discussion. It estimates the revénue at 
$5,000,000 gold, one-quarter of which will 
revert to the provinces and municipalities, 
and three-quarters to the insular govern- 
ment. 

The articles taxed include alcoholic produc- 
tions, beer, tobacco, cigars, cigarets, matches, 
and some licenses and occupations.. 

The law repeals:many taxes‘imposed on 
the poor people .under.the existing Spanish 
fw. It is believed that the new law ultimate- 
ly will furnish the basis for substantial and 
complete support of the government.

Suicide by Royal Order. 


The notion that it is possible to preserve 
by means of suicide honor that would other- 
wise be forfeited is, however, by no means 
confined to Japan, though it is the only 
country in the world where hara-kiri pre- 
vails. Thus in China princes, great nobles, 
and mandarins of the highest rank, if they 
are considered by the dowager empress as 
meriting death, are permitted to put an end 
to their lives by means of strangulation or 
poison; thus escaping the infamy ofdecapita- 
tion. In Turkey and other Mohammedan 
countries dignitaries whose demise was de- 
sired by their rulers were accustomed to re- 
ceive from the latter, with much ceremony, 
the gift of a silken bowstring, to be used by 
them for the purpose of strangulation, and 
even on the continent of Europe the officer or 
noble when struck or otherwise insulted by 
his sovereign, or by a prince of the blood, and 
who is debarred by tMe rank of his asegilant 
from seeking satisfaction by. means of a 
duel, is required by unwritten law to biow 
out his brains as the only way of preserving 
intact his honor, for a blow or an ingult un- 
avenged is considered among the higher 
classes in most of the caentinental countries 
of Europe as disqualifying a man from any 
further association with the people of his 
caste, and as entailing the most cruel species 
of ostracism. 


Suicides Viewed with Charity. 


While these are perhaps the only cases 
where self-destruction is aétually required 
in Burépe by unwritten people nowa- 
days are disposed to view with more charity 
than a hundred years ago instances of sui- 
cide resulting from other motives. Indeed, 
there is always a tendency to deal gently 
with the memory of those who, when con- 
fronted by trouble or disgrace, have sought 
refuge in death, and to follow the example 
of the Japanese in regarding their. offenses 
as.** not proven.”’

Monarchs Who Have Suicided. 


At least three European monarchs are 
known to have taken their own lives during

of Bourbon, married to’the Infanta Isabella 
of Spain, and who cut his throat in his 
wife’s presence. Other notable instances of 
suicide are those of Gen. Sir*Hector Mac- 
donald, the late duke,.of Bedford, Count 
Wolkenstein, one of the great dignitaries of 
the court of Vienna; the marquis of Lon- 
donderry, King William IV.’s natural son; 
the earl of Munster, Lord Congleton, the 
Spanish duke of San Carios, grand chamber- 
lain to King Alfonso of Spain; Queen Mar- 


Rappolo; Prince Corsini, Marshal Berthier, 
prince of Wagram; Sir Samuel Romilly, and 
Baron Bruck, the Austrian cabinet minister. 
Gallant old Gen. Bourbaki, one of the fin- 
est figures of the Franco-German war of 
1870, attempted to blow out his brains when 
the raw and untrained levies intrusted to his 
command fled en masse across the Swiss 
frontier.. But fortunately he recovered fronr 
the severe wound which he had inflicted 
upon himself in a moment of despair when 
he saw his army in full rout, and lived for 
a number of years longer, honored both at 
home and abroad as a particularly gallant | 
splendid specimen of the old French 
soldier. ;

CANADA FIGHTS 
HOME RULE |; 


Militia Incident Has Served 
to Emphasize Growing - 
Sentiment. 


Dundonald Affair Has Had Ef 
fect of Bringing Issue to 
- Definite Expression, 


Ottawa, Ont., June 30.—[Special Cofre- 
spondence. ]—There is a political issue of deep 
import to Canada involved in the control of 
the defensive forces. The compulsory re- 
tirement of Dundonald is a mere incident in 
a series of events marking the progress of 
Canada towards self-government in fact as 
well as in name. 

Sir Frederick Borden, speaking to the offi- 
cers at a staff dinner at Rockcliffe camp a 
few days ago, expressed the conviction that 
the "Canadian militia can be brought to the 
highest state of efficiency under Canadian 
officers. This was, of course, meant to be 
taken as an assurance that the defensive 
forces of Canada can get along without the 
help of imperial officers ignorant of Cana- 
dian conditions, aspirations, and require- 
ments, sent across from Great Britain to 
take command, who create constant difficul- 
ties between the civil and, military brancties 
of the militia department of the government 
and furnish éndless material for political 
partisan struggles. 


Act as if Under ustiuetions: 


Every imperial officer designated by the 
British war office for the command of the 
Canadian militia seems to have acted under 
definite instructions to assume functions in- 
compatible with the supremacy of the es- 
tablished administration of a self-governing 
If these imperial officers have not 
acted under definite instructions but on their 
own initiative the only other conclusion is 
that the imperial authorities must be woeful- 
ly ignorant of the elemental requirements 
that should guide them in their selection. 
No one familiar with the history of past 
struggles between the imperial general offi- 
cers ‘in command and successive ministers 
of militia can be surprised at the decision 
of the Laurier cabinet to cut loose from 
future entanglements of the kind by making 
provision for appointing Canadian officers 
to the command and restricting the imper- 
jal officers if any are sent over within rigidly 
defined limitations as mere inspecting offi- 
cers. 

Canada’s liberal government has no fear 
of war with the United States and feels but 
secant sympathy with the warlike armaments 
and costly military defenses that imperial 
commanding officers, one after the other, 
appear to have insisted on as the only guar- 
antee of safety against invasion. It believes 
still in arbitration, notwithstanding the dis- 
appointing results of the Alaskan boundary 
commission, and has confidence in the sens> 
of justice which, after all, is the power that 
rules in the great republic. 

It desires that Canada shall be known far 
and wide as a country of peace, to which 
people may come from all parts of the world 
with the moral certainty of immunity from 
invasions and war. 


-McDougall’s Queer Cuarrel.

Mr. Mc- 
Dougall’s application for superannuation is 
based on the action of the treasury board in 
overriding his decisions. The auditor gen- 
eral is a liberal, and was appointed by that 
great liberal premier, Alexander MacKenzie. 
When the MacKenzie administration was 
driven from power and succeeded by a con- 
servative government, the auditor general's 
decisions on financial transactions which he 
regarded as illegal were a fruitful cause of 
dispute, and supplied the liberals repeated 
opportunities for attacking the party in 
office. 

These decisions immensely facilitated the 
investigations set on foot by the opposition 
which led to the revelations of corruption in 
high places that contributed largely to the 
defeat of the conservatives in 1896 and the 
liberale being once more intrusted with the | 
conduct of public affairs at Ottawa. The 
auditor general, after hie friends got back 
into office, however, proved as sharp a critic 
of his own party as he had been of those to 
whom he was politically opposed, and he was 
soon mac aware of the fact that he had in- 
curred the displeasure of the influential men 
of his party, and was re ed as having 
gone over to the camp of the enemy. 


. Friend Criticises Ministry. 


J. S. Willison has been extensively quoted 
as a man who ought to be able to form a 
safe,judgment in matters of this kind. Yet 
in a recent editorial reviewing the Mc- 
Dougall resignation, he wrote: ‘‘ The retire- 
ment of the auditor general is a severe blow 
to the prestige of the liberal government,” 
and on the militia issue culminating in the 
compulsory retirement of Lord Dundonald 
he put the kernel of the affair, as he viewed 
it, in these words: ‘‘ Let us keep to the main 
point. The Canadian government has re- 
fused to buy rifies enough, cartridges enough, 
cannon enough, equipment enough, to en- 
able the, young men of Canada to defend 
their country.” And this is how he summed 


up 

Stora Dundonald precipitated his retire- 
ment by publicly resenting the interference 
of the ministers with the militia. Mr. J. 
Lorne McDougall retired because of the in- 
terference of the ministers with the trasury. 
In the first instance the general in command 
questioned the policy of the ministers; in the 
second, the auditor general questions their 
honesty. ‘Whether it is a more serious 
offense for a minister to interfere in the ap- 
pointment ofa militia colonel, or to sanction 
a raid upon the national treasury, we leave 
to the judgment of the community.” 

The «ministers are extremely sore about 
Willison’s criticisms.

The 
evil does not begin with the divorce, but is in 
the ease with which marriage is consum- 
mated. The church is striving at the wro 
end. It is trying to make a sacrament of that 
which can only be one through pure motives 
and good character. Many, perhaps most, 
divorced people should not marry again, but 
others are worthy of another opportunity to 
successfully carry out the law of their 
natures.

I believe 
that marriage is the holiest bond that exists 
on earth, and that when parties enter such a 
pond they should try to put up with each 
other’s shortcomings as best they can. But 
if their wedded life should become a curse~ 
instead of a blessing, then by all means a 
divorce. As for their remarrying, yes: for I 
would rather see them united according to 
the dictates of God and man than have them 
live in sin. ;

In my opinion no hard and fast rule should 
be. adopted. That there are altogether too 
‘many divorces granted because ft is quite 
too easy to get a divorce, no one will dispute. 
But that no divorced persons except those di- 
vorced on the ground of adultery, should be 
permitted to marry is not quite fair, since 
there are mitigating and extenuating cir- 
cumstances under which some divorces are 
or may be granted. There is an infidelity of 
affection and a tyranny of bigotry, Seliver- 
ance from which is a matter of congratula- 
tion rather than censure.

The question of the remarriage. of di- 
vorcees appears to me to be in a state of flux 
and uncertainty until our marriage laws are 
made rational. Divoreees are a crop. I 
would stop planting the ceed. Easy divorce 
makes marriage cheap; but easy marriage 
makes divorcee necessary. The marriage 
ceremony should never be performed unless 
the parties thereto know what they are do- 
ing and aré aware of the consequences, and 
then there should be only the scriptural 
grounde for divorce.

If the minister takes 
upon himself to act as judge and jury, and 
decides upon his own responsibility who shall 
or who shall not be married, he assumes a 
task of great magnitude; he finds himself 
without the proper data upon which to base 
a just judgment, ahd he is in danger of erring 
upon either side. 

Let us have a court of remarriage, consti- 
tuted upon the highest ideal lines possible 
to our present stage of civilization; and let 
every divorcee who desires to reénter wedded 
iife appear before it and justify his conten- 
tion that he is worthy to receive such per- 
mission, and let the ethical element consti- 
tute the dominant facter. Society has a 
right to say to those who have failed te 
their first venture, and- who thereby confess 
their judgment to be at fault: “ You need 
our supervision, and you must take our 
advice."’ 

Under the present circumstances a couple 
presents itself to a minister, marriage license 
in hand; many times the minister has never 
seen the face of éither person before.. He 
must either perform the ceremony, or turn’ 
them away, or play an tmpossible réle of 
inquisitor. Where he has good reason to 
believe that everything is not right he may 
feel justified in declining to proceed; other- 
wise he has no recourse but to perform the 
ceremony. |

There is no more powerful factor in our 
national life today than the quiet, honest, 
persistent efforts of the great body of Ameri- 
can clergymen in behalf of ethical and social 
reform, But some measures are so radical 
that they harm the cause that they would 
help. For twenty-three clergymen to pledge 
themselves to marry no divorced persons, as 
you indicate, is to act undoubtedly from con- 
scientiqus motives, yet such action attempts 
to take higher ground than is wise or right. 
The wide personal experience of the minis- 
ter should be his tutor. The divorce evil is 
peculiarly flagrant because it is hydra head- 
ed. Personal purity, the honor of the home, 
the integrity of society, are all involved. 
No clergyman should consent to marry’ a 
guilty person who has been divorced on the 
ground of adultery. Outside the rigid ob- 
servance of this rule the clergyman should 
exercise discretion and common sense. He 
should never marry persons who are strang- 
ers to himself without careful inquiries re- 
garding their antecedents. As an officet of 
the state he should respect the special laws 
in force therein. He should be as strict as 
the strictest laws laid: down by the courts of 
any other state. ‘He should remember also 
that he ts servant to an even higher stand 
ard. Asa Christian minister he should sat- 
isfy himself always that he is acting in ac- 
cordance with the stern requirements of the 
moral law. He should be governed by the

THE WAR DURING :THE WEEK. 

At the beginning of last week Gen. Oku, 
with 80,000 men, was moving north on both 
sides of the Port Arthur railway. Simul- 
taneously Kuroki had advanced from his 
bases at Siuyen and Fengwangcheng and 
was proceeding over three roads to Kaichou, 
Tatchekiao, and Haicheng, with the hope of 
striking the Russians on their left and rear, 

In the course of its advance Kuroki’s army 
met plenty of fighting before it managed to 
take the three important passes situated one 
on each of the three roads along which he 
is advancing. 

The details of the fighting for Motien pass 
are not known, the Japanese commander 
having made noreport. Gen. Kouropatkin 
states merely that the enemy attacked the 
pass on June 26, bringing to bear “ at least 
eight battalions and ten guns.” “On the 
morning of the 27th,” continues the Russian 
general, “the Japanese occupied Motien 
pass.” 

The fighting for Fenshui pass was severe, 
the Japanese, by their own report, having 
suffered 1,170 casualties. ‘The Japanese 
troops engaged in this operation were part 
of the Takushan division, concerning whose 
composition so little information has leaked 
out of Tokio. The official report, as given 
out to the press, does not contain the name 
of the victorious general, but refers to him 
merely as “ the commander of the Takushan 
division.” 

The attack on Fenshui began on the morn- 
ing of the 26th. The fighting. lasted until 
dark, the Russians maintaining their posi- 
tion. At midnight the Nipponese soldiers 
.were quietly aroused and launched once 
again at the enemy. The Japanese artillery 
got into a bad mess in this fight, and the 
loss of their guns was threatened, but the 
Kamada men drove the attackers off and 
the guns were extricated. Meanwhile a 
flanking force had been seut by an adjoining 
valley to the rear and left of the Russians, 
“causing them to lose their freedom of: 
action.” As a result, the Russians’ defense 
of their frontal position was weakened. The 
Jap infantry, assisted by the engineers, then 
dashed up the hill from two sides, cut the 
wire entanglements, destroyed the obstacles, 
stormed the position, and occupied the 
heights at 11:30 in the morning. The Rus- 
sians retreated northwestward, six of their 
officers and eighty-two of their men being 
captured, while over 100 were left dead on 


the field. 


The Russian position at Fenshui was 
exceedingly stréng, betaking the nature of a 
semi-permanent fortification. The Russian 
engineers had been constructing it for three 
months. Phe Russians probably had 10,000 
and the Japs 20,000 in this engagement. 

The fight at Ta pass also took place on the 
27th. 
heavy artillery fire, and then taken by simul- 
taneous frontal and flank assault. A Rus- 
sian correspondent reports that in this en- 
gagement “the Japanese redemonstrated 
their reliance upon artillery.” In every fight 
in which they have yet been engaged the 
Japanese success has been largely due to 
their accurate and copious artillery prac- 
tice. The Russian losses at Ta pass were 
200; Japanese losses not stated. | 

Still another Japanese success occurred 
on June 27. The army besieging Port Ar- 
thur is of unknown size and under an un- 
known commander. Little has been heard 
of it lately, but it started an engagement on 
the 26th, some ten miles east of Port Arthur. 
As a result the Russians were driven from 
heights 131 and 120 to Lounvantian heights, 
eight and two-thirds miles east of Port Ar- 
thur. In these engagements the Russians 
lost 200 men and 7 officers. Fifty Japanese 


, were killed by the explosion of a mine over 


which they were passing. 

‘The following day, again June 27, the 
Japs took Lounvantian, driving the Rus- 
sians off. No more details of this action. 
The Japanese are now mounting siege gus 
on Lounvantian height, and have already 
begun to cast their shells from the land side 


| into Port Arthur. 


Meantime the northern section of the sec- 
ontarmy had not been particularly busy. It 
did }not carry on its adyance vigorously 
-engigh to get into a severe fight. It was 
engaged m one two day skirmish for the pos- 
session of Senuchen, which object it 
achieved on June 27. The Russian losses 
were fifty; Japanese losses not stated. 

It is a most significant thing that these 
five engagements were concluded on June 
27. It must have been more than a coinci- 
dence. Oku’s army occupied Senuchen on 
the 27th, and took Lounvantian on the same 
day. Kuroki’s army took Motien pass on 
the 27th. “‘ The commander of the Taku- 
shan division” took Fenshui pass on the 
same day. The Japs also took Ta pass on 
the 27th. This successful simultaneous for- 
ward movement in five places indicates the 
perfect codperation and system of the Jap- 
ahese commanders. 

Probably on the night of June 28 or 29 
the three Russian cruisers quitted Viadi- 
vostok again. They were accompanied by 
ten torpedo boats. 
appeared off Gensan on the east coast of 
Corea early on the morning of June 30. Six 
of the torpedo boats wént into Gensan har- 
bor and sank a Japanese merchantman and 
a coasting schooner which they found there. 
Then, after firing 200 shells into the town, 
they sailed out to rejoin the cruisers. Their 
entire visit ldsted an hour and fifty minutes. 
The squadron then proceeded in a south- 
easterly: direction. 

Tokio yesterday reported that the Rus- 
sian ships proceeded southward to Corea 
straits, where they fell in with Admiral 
Kamimura’s squadron and an engagement 
ensued. The result was not knbwn. At 
the present writing the authenticity of this 
report has not been confirmed.

GEORGE WASHINGTON. 

This is the fifth of the monthly editorial articles 
on American statesmen. 

Hamilton had remarked that no one could 
be familiar with Washington. Gouverneur 
Morris replied that he could be as familiar 
with Washington as’ with any other friend. 
“ Very well,” said Hamilton, “ there will be 
a wine supper for yourself and for a dozen 
friends if, during the next reception evening, 
you will gently slap the general on the back 
and say: ‘My dear general, how happy I 
am to see you look so well.’” Morris’ cour- 
age was equal to the trial. But as soon as 
his hand had stroked Washington’s shoul- 
ders, and as soon as his lips had: pronounced 
the words of assumed camaraderie, he began 
to slink back abashed inf® the crowd. 
Washington had withdrawn himself from 
his friend’s caress and had directed toward 
him a stare so haughty that no one except 
his equal—and he never had, and never has 
had, an equal—could endure it. 

The spirit that was behind that stare 
affected millions wlio had never been in his 
presence. “ You,” said Erskine, the great 
English jurist, in whose mental composition 
audacity was an extremely bulky ingredient, 
“you are the only human being’ for whom 
I ever felt an aweful reverence.” 

‘The stupor of personal respect with which 
the world regarded Washington was en- 
hanced rather than attenuated by the nor- 
mality—sometimes called. the commonplace- 
ness—of his character. When, as a youth, 
he made a visit to the West Indies and was 
taken to see a play, he wrote: “ The part 
of Barnwell was said to be well performed.” 
That “‘ was said ” is a condensation into two 
words of all that Washington ever thought 
or did in the region of personal tastes. 

He hunted, he drank, he gambled to the 
point of fashionable decency. His wild oats 
were of a quantity exactly commensurate 
to the requirements of a normal adolescence 
and an impending respectability. When he 
‘went on the first of his juvenile surveying 
trips, the hardships of which he feelingly re- 
counts, he took with him, as befitted his sta- 
tion, four neckcloths, seven caps, and seven 
waistcoats. When he visited Boston during 
the French and Indian war he expended 
£94 on silver lace and £95 on other sartorial 
goods. In his ehoice of the things with 
which he surrounded himself he was gov- 
erned entirely by the “was said.” His 
orders to London might occasionally contain 
a hint at his personal preferences—his 
chariot,.for instance, he would like to have 
painted green—but even in these few cases 
he explicitly subordinated his taste to what 
his agent should find to be regarded in Lon- 
don as “ fashionable.” 

In religion, as in chariots, he took his color 
from the current mode. He followed with- 
out murmur—and practically without com- 
ment—the religious observances that hap- 
pened to be in vogue in his part of the world 
during his period of existence. In short, 
his personal life, except for an increasing 
elevation in dignity, was exactly like that 
of his respectable neighbors in all points of 
intellect, of taste, and of petty conduct, and 
would have been exactly like that of his re- 
spectable neighbors if he had been born in 
Persia. 

It is this normality of Washington’s that 
has been the joy of every mediocre person 
since. Mediocrity’s favorite method of ag- 
grandizing itself is by evlogizing its appar- 
ent apotheosis in Washington. A constant 
hammering on this nail has driven it home 
into the minds of people and has produced 
the impression which finds voice in the com- 
mon dictum “ Washington was no genius.” 

Certainly he was not a genius if that word 
is debased to the exclusion of all qualities 
except those connected with intellectual 
vivacity. Washington could not spin 
phrases. He has left no epigrams, He had 
no power of abstract speculation, He has 
left no system of philosophy. If this debars 
him from a share in the title: which is un- 
grudgingly bestowed upon every man who 
on a drink.of absinthe writes “ such bright ” 
translations of French triolets for the 5 cent 
magazines, let the debarment stand. Let 
the word “genius” be abandoned to its 
usurpers. And let some greater and some 
uncontaminated word be found forthe ex- 
pression of the qualities of a man who could 
manage the destinies of a nation as coolly 
and as wisely as he managed his tobacco 
crop. 

There were two ways in which Washing: 
ton so managed the destinies of this nation 
as to entitle him to be regarded not only 
with the reverence due to transcendent char- 
acter but with the admiration due to trans- 
cendent ability. In the first place, he fought 
the revolutionary war and established the 
independence of the United States with a 
display of military intelligence which, de- 
spite some adverse criticisms, has given him 
among most students of military affairs the 
reputation of being one of the greatest gen- 
erals of all time. It is the most maddening 
but the most incorrigible kind of intellectual 
perversity to say that a stupid man, a com- 
monplace man, a mediocre man could accom 
plish the full art of war. aie 

In the second place, Washington had the 
civic intelligence after the war to throw his 
dominating influence toward the party which 
believed in a more perfect union and which 
secured the construction and the adoption 
of the constitution of 1798. If Washington 


+ had not had the intelligence to take thie” 


attitude, if he had not had the intelligence 
to adopt methods which would make this 
attitude effective, if he had not had the in- 
telligence, after the attitude had become ef- 
fective, to guide the new nation through 
eight years of critical experiment with its 
new system of government, who can be sure 
that the United States would not have re- 
mained a ridiculous medley of petty prin- 
cipalities exposed to internecine warfare and 
united only in a common distress? 

But Washington had a mind—not only a 
character but a mind—so large and so power- 
ful that he could comprehend the details of 
the policy of a whole people as successfully 
as the details of the policy of his own planta- 
tion. If this astonishing magnitude of mind 
does not constitute genius, the English lan- 
guage is in a bad way for the adequate 
description of highest intellectual en- 
dowment. 

It is said that Washington was an English- 
man rather than an American. The charge 
is well founded. Matthew Arnold was right 
in saying that Washington was a magnifi- 
cent specimen of the English country. gentile- 
man. In his resistance to the encroachments

‘of the royal prerogative; in his maintenance 
of immemorial privileges, both against 
‘thdse above him and those below: him, ‘in 
his insistence on “ gentlemen” as officers, 
and in his devotion to the ceremonies of 
rank, Washington would have felt more at 
home with the Englishmen who. rallied 
around Pym and Bliot and Hampden against 
Charies:I. than with the genuine Americans 
who rallied around Lincoln against the 
aristocratic slaveholding confederacy. 

But if he was English it was because his 
times were English. ‘The revolt against 
George III. in America was based on the 
whig principles, which came near causing 
a similar simultaneous revolt in England.

A SERMON FORTODAY. | 


THE WORLD WE LIVE IN. 
BY RABBI ALEXANDER LYONS. 


God saw everything that he had made and, be- 
hold, it was very good.—Genesis, |., 31. 
HE world we live in is an astounding 
device of fertility and utility. There is 
no limit to the productiveness of a sin- 
gle seed. There is no existing thing. 
dead or alive, that may be said to be 
useless. Bven the lazy, debased human being 
who consciously seeks to commit himself 
to a policy of useleseness will subserve some 
use beyond his ken. Viceoften preaches and 
enforces virtue better than virtue does. I 
once knew an invalid whose helplessness was 
absolute. People said: “ How useless such 
a life! What a pity and injustice that God 
doesn’t take her.’’ And yet I saw what others 
overlooked. The uncomplaining, cheerful 
self-control and consideration for others 
of this invalid inspired many with grander 
aspirations of character than are etirred by 
many ministers. 


This world is a moral world. You may 
doubt it. The fault lies in the limit of your 
vision, the impatience of your expectation, or 
the falsity of your moral conception. Our. 
world is a sphere of constant to bet- 
ter things. We have finer fruits, fairer flow- 
ers, and a higher level of manhvod and wom- 
anhoood generally than could be said of a 
century ago. Our world is so ingeniously de- 
vised that the true ultimately triumphs and 
the false fails, character is crowned, and vice 
vanquished. If you do not always see this it 
may be that you expect results too soon. 
Remember that, as the psalmist has taught, 
what you consider a thousand years is in the 
Divine vision only a little while. God's great- 
est consummations must be awaited. They 
ones be hurried, and they are worth waiting 
or. 

You may not see the moral nature of this 
world because you are not sufficiently moral 
to take the right view. You look for results 
in the wrong direction. Your idea of justice 
is that goodness should be fat and flourish- 
ing, while wickedness should wither and 
wail. If this world were arranged with such 
mechanical precision and the reward of good- 
ness were always material, morality would 
disappear and men become cold, calculating 
machines. As the world is, you will find 
goodness always rewarded if you look with- 
in. Genuine goodness desires no higner rec- 
ognition than the joyous consciousness of 
duty done. Spurious goodness—the good- 
ness which calculates—will not find this re- 
ward and is entitled to no other. Yes, this 
is a moral world. God is in league with 
whatever is good.

Our world has its troubles and tears. True, 
but they heighten its beauty and deepen 
its blessedness. A world without opposites 
were a killing monotony. If there were no 
sorrow and suffering there would be rio ten- 
derness, ho sympathy, and ultimately no 
love. The heart of humanity would be turned 
to stone. The gloom of this world is the 
necessary price played by Divine Wisdo 
upon its gladness. : 
And yet the world is not so gloomy as 
pessimists hold. There is more sunshine than 
shadow, more health than sickness. It is 
easier to smile than to weep, and a happy 
heart is possible to every human being, be he 
rich or poor, ignorant or informed, suffering 


Still do we find the world faulty. And so 
it is, but it is man’s and not God’s world 
that is objectionable. We cause mostof life’s 
sorrows and forget its smiles. We overlook 
the rose and criticise the thorn. We ex- 
aggerate our personal importance and expect 
the universe to circle about us and dance 
attendance upon us. We overlook that we 
must fit into the world and can if we will 
find joy in furthering the world even at the 
cost of the sacrifice of our pleasures. 

Let us not try to do the world, but to do for 
the world. Let us step criticising God's 
creation and criticise ourselves. Down with 
selfishness! Let it be our ambition to leave 
life happier than we found it. If we try to 
see how much we can put into the world, if 
we strive to still its sighs, to soothe its suf- 
ferings, to chase its carés and deepen its 
dimples, we shall agree with the ancient con- 
viction of the Almighty that this world is 
not only good, but very good.

ISAPPEARANCES at sea such as that 
of J. Kent Loomis, brother of the as- 
sistant secretary of state at Washing- 
ton, are, fortunately, rare, which is, 
on the whole, a matter for surprise. 
The ocean liners are nowadays so immense 
and so densely crowded with human freight 
that it is difficult, nay, almost impossible, 
for the officers of the vessel to maintain any 
efficient supervision and control of the pas- 
sengers on board, and in view of the number 
of crooks, card sharps, and desperate crim- 
inals of international infamy who are con- 
stantly traveling backwards and forwards 


derful that there should not be more of these 
disappearances at sea, since the temptation 
to these men to take advantage of heavy 
drinking or of mere debility resulting from 
seasickness to rifle a passenger’s pockets 
and then to drop him overboard during a 
lurch of the ship under the cover of darkness 
or concealed by the shadow of some deck- 
house, must be at tinies almost irresistible.

The most notable disappearances which 
bear analogy to that of Kent Loomis that 
have come under my notice did not occur 
upon crowded ships but on liners where the 
passengers were but few and on steam 
yachts. The most mysterious case of all is 
probably that of the Landgrave William of 
Hesse, whose brother is married to Princess 
Marguerite of Prussia, youngest sister of 
the kaiser. The Landgrave William, who 
was a royal prince, nephew of the king 
and queen of Denmark, and a first cousin of 
Queen Alexandra of England, disappeared 
on the night of Oct. 14, 1888, while on his 
way from Batavia to Singapore. He was on 
a voyage round the world at the time ac- 
companied by several officers, a physician, 
and a large suite of servants. While at 
Batavia, where he was received with all 
royal honors, he suffered from a slight sun- 
stroke, which did not, however, result in 
any symptoms of aberration of the mind.

HB death of Mr. and“Mrs. Dixon in a collision at 
Austin this week between an automobile and a 
rapidly moving third rail electric car has served to 
draw general attention to the elements of risk in 
the operation of automobiles, and has provoked a 
great deal of discussion, not unmixed with much 
unreasonable and unjust criticism of autemobilists 
in general. 7 

From “thé standpoint of a man who has had. 
more or less experience in the operation of automo- 
biles it would seem that this most unfortunate acci- 
dent can be explained upon one of two theories. 
Wither the distance and the. speed of the car were 
miscalculated and an attempt was made to cross 
the track before it reached the spot, or else the 

machine was “ killed” suddenly at the moment it was on the crossing; one 
of those rare but nevertheless occasional happenings that every prudent 
chauffeur takes account of in his reckonings.

Should 
they choose to be a coachman or a robber it is not because they are mod- 
est, but because, for the time being, they regard bemg a coachman or a. 
robber a more desirable thing than to be king or baron. 

It is a common trait in children that they are able to convert the 
most trivial things into means of pleasure. Wherever they are or what- 
ever they are.doing they can always manage to wrest some kind of en- 
joyment from the circumstances in which they are placed. ‘'I'o their little 
brains eyerything appears in bright colors, because they do not derive their

With the rapidly increasing use of automobiles it is inevitable that 
there will be accidents. Accidents are occurring in every form of locomo- 
tion, and every day there are reports of horses running away, collisions of* 
cabs and buggies, and grade crossing accidents in which antomobiles play 
ne part. The collision of an automobile with an interurban car tunning 
at high speed in the open country is almost unheard of, and the news of 
such an accident startles us, but our ears have grown dull with the recitals 
of fatalities by colhsion where the horse was the motive power. 

The: fact is that our attention is not attracted by the numerous acci- 
dentg that are befalling vehicles in general, but, on the other hand, any 
accident connected with an automobile és impressed upon our attention with 
particular force. It is not surprising that this should be the case. In the 
adoption of any new means of locomotion, particularly one so revolutionary 
as the automobile, it is only natural that tne element of danger should be 
prominent in our minds, and we are in such a state of expectancy that 
every little occurrence is impressed upon us. In a sense this is perhaps 
not unfortunate, for it is well to realize that there is need of great care 
and that there is a certain amount of danger in ¢he operation of automo- 
biles, just as there may be danger in any new thing. ‘The public is fast 
finding out, however, that this danger has beén exaggerated. The running 
of an automobile through the streets is a simpler, easier, and less danger- 
ous matter than.the driving of a horse. One of these machines can be 
started and stopped almost instantly. It can be guided accurately and it. 
quickly yields to the will of the operator. The danger from automobiles

However, 
automobilists are becoming more cautious every day. They realize that 
the streets belong to the people, that pedestrians, horse driven vehicles, 
street cars, and omnibuses all have their righits. 

- The Chicago Automobile club has endeavored with great success to in- 
fuse in its members and ip the general public a spirit of regard for the law, 
and while this club tepresents only a portion of the automobilists of the 
city it has an influence far wider than its own circle of membe««, and this 
influence has resulted in undoubted good to the community. 

In a few instances the Uhicago Automobile club has discovered that 
some of its own members have violated the law and mide themselves liable 
to criticism. It has not hesituted to discipline these members and means 
to continue the practice, with the desire of jealously upholding its name 
and example before the public. Several members of the club have been 
called before the board of directors for reprimand, and this, too, not in the 
case of flagrant disobedience of law or excessive carelessness. The club 
means to have its members and the public understand that the laws shall 
be obeyed and the rights of citizens respected, and that even the feelings of 
the general public, so far as they may be reasonable, although embodied in 
no law or ordinance, shall be treated with consideration.

Such is the story of the world as it is told by astronomers. For proof 
of its truth—consisting partly of analogies observed in the case of other 
stars and partly of mathematical calculations—the reader must be re- 
ferred to books like the excellent lectures reprinted by Sir Richard Ball, 
as “The Earth’s Beginning”; but, if we consider our earth as it appears 
even to us, we see at once that it is not all over alike, but is made like 
one of those Chinese puzzles, in which one ball is contained within several 
others, or, to use another simile, is covered, like an onion, with many 
concentric skins. : 


Of these skins we only know a few of the outside ones, because no | 


boring has yet been made in the earth’s crust that has penetrated more 
than a m'le below the surface. ‘lhe outer skin of all we call the atmos- 
phere, which consists almost entirely of the gases oxygen and nitrogen, with 
a mere trace of the newly discovered inert bodies, argon and neon, and a 
small proportion of hydrogen. | 

Within this comes the silicated crust, consisting of the alkaline metals 
and earths, such as sodium, potassium, lithium, magnesium, aluminium, 
calcium, and silicium.. Within this, again, there seems to be a layer of 
rocks bearing mineral forming elements, such as chlorine, sulphur, phos- 
phorus, and carbon. Farther in still come lodes of ore bearing iron and 
its analogues, such as manganese, nickel, cobalt, and chromium; then the 
copper lodes, and then the lodes of the heavier metals—zinc, silver, gold, 
mercury, lead, and probably uranium, and even radium. | 

Such is the order given by M. de Leunay, professor of the Higher School 
of Mines in Paris, in a recent study; and the regularity with which these 
strata succeed each other would, no doubt, be apparent to every one were 
it not for the folds and wrinkles produced by the excessive contraction 
of the earth’s crust in cooling.

Prima Donnas at Play. 


BY GUSTAV KOBBE. 
Author of “Opera. Singers,’’ “ Signora: A 

Child of the Opera House,” etc. 

No class of people flits more quickly or 
more unanimously té Europe than the great 
prima donnas. One night the curtain goes 
down on the opera season. Thenext day the 
singers are on the bounding billows. 

When they return in the autumn for a 


fresh installment of American dollars, they A 


will tell you how dearly they love America. 
But they get away from it just as soon 


as they can after the last installment of © 


their salary fér'the season has been added 
to their bank accounts. 

For this expeditious exodus, however, they 
are not to be blamed as much as the public 
that compels them to make it. For it has 
been the curious experience of impresarios 
that the prima donna who attempts to make 
this country her permanent home—even if 
she is American by birth—loses in value as 
an attraction the longer she remains here. 
She cannot even show this amount of loy- 
elty to her native land ¥:thout loss of pres- 
tige. If, however, she goes abroad for the 
summer, whether she sings at Covent Gar- 
den of on the continent, or simply takes a 
vacation, she maintains her reputation, and, 
on her return, commands the same high sal- 
ary as before, or even may hold up the 
impresario for a higher one. Therefore, al- 
though these singers get paid from seven 
to ten times the amount here that they do 
abroad, and might prefer to stay right on in 
this country beween seasons, they recognize 
the facts ahove mentioned, and hasten away 
with the end of the season. 

Most of them, indeed, own handsome vil- 
las, and Melba maintains, besides a country 
seat on the Thames, a fine house in London, 
at 30 Great Cumberland place, Hyde Park. 
This London home is richly and elaborately 
furnished, as may be judged from the fact 
that her own bedroom contains a toilet set 
of gold. 

The prima donna, however, prefers her 
much less pretentious country seat, ‘‘ Quarry 
Wood,’ near Great Marlow on the Thanies. 
Here she has her sister and litle niece as 
frequent visitors, and sometimes one can 
see the great prima donna and the child 
romping at hide and seek about Cookham 
church nearby, a famous house of worship 
of historic interest, as the last church in 
which Mary, Queen of Scots, attended serv- 
ice. Mme. Melba is fond of her horses, and 
frequently visits the stables. On one of these 
visits she wore a long rope of pearls. On 
stopping to stroke the neck of one of her 
favorites the horse reached out and seized 
the string of pearls between his.teeth. There 
was a moment of suspense that seemed eter- 
nity. It seemed as if oné could ‘hear the 
crunching of the pearls as they were being 


. Sround between the quadruped’s strong jaws. 


But evidently they were not to his liking, for 
he opened his jaws again, and the pearls 
swung back.to their orfginal resting place. 

One of the prima.donna’s prime methods of 
amusing hérself is boating on the Thames. 
Part of the time she glides along the waters 
in an unusually swift and well finished elec- 
tric launch. But she also is fond of the 
punt,. the typical Thames pleasure boat, 
Sometimes in the evening, when she has inti- 
mate friends with her, she will organize a 
game of hide and seek in punts. Deftly con- 
cealing her own punt beneath overhanging 
bows near shore-she will wait until the 
searchers are on the point of giving up look- 
ing for her. Then she will begin singing, 
and the searchers will be guided to her by 
the strains of “Caro nome”’ or the “* Jewel 
Song’’ from “ Faust,’ sung as only she 
can sing them. 


When the white flag with the double tailed 
red lion is hoisted over the Torre di Campig- 


liont, near Vallombrosa, in the Apennines 
and overlooking the valley of the Arno, the. 


dwellers in the valley and on the hillside 
know that Emma Eames and her husband, 
Julian Story, will soon be at their castle 
for their summer outing. The prima donna 
calls the castle “ Julian Story’s baby,” be- 
cause he planned it and watched its building 
with such keen interest. The torre is one 
of this clever portrait painter’s pet hob- 
bies. 
Mme. Eames herself is so fond of it that, 
although she always plans to go to some 


:‘ féte or on a visit or two during the summer, 


once she Is safe at Campiglioni,.she stays 
there until her holiday is over. Usually she 
puts in thirteen solid weeks there. The 
country is too rough and mountainous for 
riding or. driving, except in the curious 
wheeled baskets of the neighborhood, which 
are drawn by the white oxen of the country. 
Consequentiy the prima donna indulges in 
Her walking costume 
includes hobnail boots and a cacciatora, a 
short hunting skirt made of the native fus- 
tian which the brambies can’t tear and 
which is waterproof. 

The famous singer says that at her castle 
“nothing is to good.for dogs,’’ and that 
diging the summer she literally “ is buried 
under dogs.”’. She’ has three deerhounds, 
three dachshunds, and two of the famous 
Maremma: sheep dogs. These dogs have 
wonderfully thick, white fur and big tails, 
which they carry high. On top of the moun- 
tain the Campiglioni lands are bounded by 
the centuries’ old Strada- Maremmana, 
which is the authorized road for driving the 
sheep in summer from the warm lowlands 
to the cooler hills. The shepherds, of course. 
bring their dogs, and if there be any litters 
sell the pups. 

Emma Eames’ life at Campiglioni is one of 
perfect freedom. After her morning's voca! 
exercise (all her later r6les have been studied 
at the torre) and her long walk in the after- 
noon the sense of freedom is not allowed to 
depart. For dinner is served’ out on the 
loggia, with a full view of the long and beau-~- 


tiful sweep of the Vail d’Arno, where the 


river passes through the hilis of the famous 
woods of Vallombrosa on its course toward 
Florence.

a prima donna. She dotes on them; says it 
did her voice good to have them; adds that 
if she ever feels her voice giving éut, she'll 
have another. 

Her name is Ernestine, and her villa is 
called Villa Tini. It is at Koetzschenbroda. 
near Dresden. Her greatest delight here is 
to be with her large family. Indeed, this 
family is in her thoughts even when she is 
singing in America. Once when at a re- 
hearsal of “‘ Rheingold *’ at the Metropolitan 
opera house Ahe apparatus for hoisting and 
lowering the Rhinedaughters got out of or- 
der, and Schumann-Heink, who was one of 
the trio, remained suspended high in air, 
she called down to the stage manager: 
*“ Well, this is a nice position in which te 
leave the mother of eight children!”’ 

Youngest and smallest, but by no means 
least, among her pets at Villa Tini is her 
* American boy,” George Washington Schu- 
mann, who was born in New York during her 
first American. season. The great-contralto 
tosses him up on her shoulders and rides him 
pickaback, or seats herself in a children’s 
wagon and allows George Washington and 
Maria Theresa to drag the wagon, while 
Ferdinand shoves from behind. Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink is domesticity itself. She 
showed me a photograph of herself seated on 
a kitchen chair, wearing a common check 
apron over a working suit, and peeling pota- 
toes. I asked her for it, but she drew the line 
on having it published. She didn’t want her 
American audiences to think of her as peel- 
ing potatoes when she came out on thestage 
as Ortud, Brangaene, Waltraute, or Fides. 


Mme. Sembrich spends about two months 

all told in her villa in the garden district of 
Dresden, The rest of the time she and her 
husband, Prof. Stengel, who has known her 
since she was a child, and has had charge of 
her musical career since she was quite young, 
spend their holiday in mountain climbing, 
chiefly in Switzerland.

One City Institution Counts Upon Five 
a Day Being Lost. 

7 F we don’t have at least five persons 
$4 every day come in here to give notice 
of their lost bank book, we think it 
unusual,”’ said a cashier of one of the 
- gity banks recently. “ I haven’t any 
theories about it, but it lea fact that there 
are twice ag many of these books lost in the 

summer time as there are in the winter. 

“ As soon as a book is reported lost a check 
is made against it im the bank, and the loser 
is requested to advertise the loss. For from 
a fortnight to thirty days ensuing no money 
can be withdrawn on that account, unless 
the book shall be found. If not found the 
depositor must apply fora new book. Gener- 
ally an affi@avit must first be made that the 
loser cannot find the book; that it has not 
been transferred or assigned. 

“ All this is scarcely necessary, but it makes 
a bank absolutely safe in respect to that 
deposit, and it puts the depositor to enough 
trouble to make him or her careful there- 
after. Everything having been performed as 
outlined, the depositor may get a new book, 
which means opening a new account, as 
accounts are never duplicated. 

“In my experience of many yeare I do not 
recall a case where finders have presented 
books in hopes of withdrawing money. It 
would be almost impossible for a person not 
the owner of the book to withdraw a cent on 
the account. At the time of the original 
deposit, the depositor, before getting a book, 
has to answer certain questions which are 
framed to fix the depositor’s identity, and to 
protect the depositor. The depositor m@&st 
also leave an autograph on the bank regis- 
ter. Whenever money is withdrawn these 
questiofis must be answered and the auto- 
graph attached to an order. This is an 
effectual test. Bach book is numbered and 
bears the depositor’s name. 

“ We have been asked if depositors would 
not be better protected if banks omitted 
tthe name from the book and simply num-. 
bered it. We can see no advantage in that. 
The plan would not defeat the purposes of 
a thief, for one who would steal a bank book 
would know the name of the owner, and the 
withdrawal of deposits is so well guarded 
that even with the owner’s name a finder 
could not get money from the bank. 

“There are probably from 1,200 to 1,500 
books lost every year of which 400 or 500 
eventually turn up. That means from one- 
third to two-fifths of 1 per cent of the whole 
mumber of books out disappear, and one 
third of that number gets back to the owners.

We know little of the laws properties 
of sound and what might be done with dis- 
cordant and unrelated noises,” says Mr. 
Kitchings, who makes acoustic apparatus 
for instruction in physics. “‘ Take a tuning 
fork of large size and set it vibrating, and 
one in the same key across the room will 
soon give out thesame sound, The disagree- 
able noises of a city—the roar of wagons, 
street cars, the ‘L’ road, the cries of ped- 
dlers, -might, if properly attuned to each 
other, be rendered agreeable instead of dis- 
cordant and a nuisance. Asunicipal league 
of harmony, like the one for art, might in 
time bring it about. There is considerable 
waste energy In noise that might be utilized. 
For example, it would be possible to arrange 
the combination of a safe lock 80 as to 
open it by singing a certain melody. The 
notes would set corresponding metals vibrat- 
ing; these would communicate with electric 
power, which, In turn, would move the tum- 
brils of the lock and the bolts be turned back. 

“A set of whistles on board ship might be 
arranged to stand for the different pointe of 
the compass.

It is well for the purchaser of state obli- 
gations to remember that their payment de- 
pends entirely upon public morality. 

What has just been sald regarding state 
Obligations applies with equal force to the 
Obligations of municipalities.

Stived any consideration.

those last mentioned. The provision of 
law before alluded to limiting the borrowing 
power of municipalities to 5 per cent of their 
assessed property value prevents many 
towns from owning their own water works. 
The plan usually adopted is to form a cor- 
poration to which an exclusive franchise 
is granted to build water works. A con- 
tract is then entered into between the mu- 
nicipality and the water company by which 
the latter undertakes to supply the former 
with a certain num of hydrants for fire 
protection, etc., fora certain sum per annum. 
This annual payment is then used to form a 
sinking fund for the retirement of the bonds 
issued to covér the cost of the water works. 
The company has also the right to sell water 
to the inhabitants, and the enterprise is fre- 
quently a profitable one, forming a safe 
basis for the issue of bonds. As usual, how- 
ever, there are numerous dangers to be 
avoided, and possible losses to be feared. 


Bonds and Stocks Compared. 

The great difference between bonds and 
stocks which I will now discuss is that 
while the former are a lien on property of 
one kind. or another, the latter frequently 
represent nothing more tangible than earn- 
ing capacity, good will, and the hope of the 
future. These are sometimes assets of great 
but always uncertain value. As 4 rye it 
is the hope of a rise in value which leads 
investors to purchase stoeks, and this bNings 
a speculative element into the transacwon. 
Of course, stocks are not all equally(Specu- 
lative. Bank stocks, for example,—-with 
their sworn published statements, and the 
safeguard of government inspection, are not 
to be classed with mining stocks, about 
which nothing published is ever true and 
of which no inspection is ever disinterested.

Railroad Stocks. 

Among stocks, railways form the largest 
and most popular class. The total amount 
of them is slightly greater than that of rail- 
road bonds—viz.: $5,742,181,181 in 1899, while 
the dividends paid amounted to $109,082,252, 
or 1.90 per cent. In such a vast total there 
is, of course, great variety, grading all the 
way from first class to worthless. As a 
class they cannot be recommended to invest- 
ors who desire something that they can “ go 
to sleep on.”’ 

Another large class of stocks which has 
come into special prominence in the last few 
years is that known as “ industrials,” which 
are chiefly the preferred and common stocks 
of the large corporations commonly called 
“trusts.” The extravagant way in which 
most of these combinations have been capi- 
talized has filled many conservative minds 
with vague forebodings of coming disaster 


moral, financial, and national—as the final

It however, that the safest 
general rule is to be content with a moderate 
rate of interest.

Why Gambling Does Not Pay. 


\

EOPLE who have had eufficlent ex- 
perience of gambling, and those who 
have been wise enough never to have 
sought that experiemce, are agreed that 
gambling does not pay. This, however, 

leaves a large element in society to ask: 

“ Why is it that gambling does not pay?’ 
It is an axiom of law that a man may not 

have something for nothing. A father may 
not give to his dearest son a piece of real es- 
tate without a piece of money passing from 
son to father, making the transaction valid 
for recording. On the same principle a man 
may bring suit for money lost at gaming and 
may recover it under the law. 

These are vital principles, however. The 
reason why gambling does not pay are deep- 
er seated, or else more simple and self-evi- 
dent. It may be deeper seated, as when the 
man who by a lucky stroke has won a mil- 
lion dollars yields again and again to the 
excitement which won him a fortune in the 
beginning, and so inevitably wastes this sub- 
stance that came: to him go readily. For 
even a “ Lucky”’ Baldwin may not bealways 
on the right side of the wire ata “ finish,” 
or hold the card that rakes the heavy stakes 
at a “ gentleman’s game.” 

There are few gamblers who do not con- 
fess to the abnormal risk at gaming through 
their evolved “s The bookmaker 
and the tout, and the frequenter of the race- 
tracks all have their systems, relied upon 
with all the faith that is in the individual— 
until the system fails. The stock gambler 
and the patron of the w.ucket shop are fast in 
the toils of systems, which in the end. leave 
them stranded and derelict on the shores of 
ruin, 

Within the last eight years in Chicago 
gambling at the horse races has taken the 
place of much of the old bucket shop speculae- 
tion, while it has reduced poker and faro al- 
most to the confines of their once boasted 
gentility. | 


Why Bet on Races. 

“One of the secrets of the popularity of 
betting on the races is that it gives oppor- 
tunity for ‘horse talk,’’’ is an explanation 
made by Assistant Chief of Police Schuet- 
tler, who is directing the movements against 
gaming in Chicago.. ‘“‘ Take a young fellow 
who has ‘ sporting blood,’ as he may term it, 
and he gets interested In a racing bet.

“Dress Suit” the New Fake. 
The “dress. suit,” or “drop game,” is 
worked more than any other, because it is 
comparatively new to the farmer, and also 
because it is so conveniently carried. No- 
body would suspect from the appearance of 
the case that it was a gambling device. The 
lid of the case is studded with little pins and 
there ts an opening at the top just big enough 
for a marble to be dropped into. At tne 
bottom of the lid or cover there is a row of 
numbered spaces.

Helps the Bookmakers. _ 

It is @ road to ruin, as thousands might 
testify if they would. Gambling on horse 
races could not pay, for the reason that the 
bookmaker tould not afford to have it s0. 
is he, directly or indirectly, who has the 
placing of the odds om all races. It is he 
who knows for a certainty just how much 
bas been placed upon a favorite and just how 
little has been put upon the chances of some 
horse least suspected of speed. It is he, if 
any one in all the boundaries of the track, 
who may have opportunity for connivance 
with the horse owner whose animal may win 
or lose to a mutual advantage. It is the 
bookmaker, from his inside knowledge, who 
may force the odds up and up on a favorite, 
until the still clamoring bettors are led to 
interest themselves in the unlikely starters 
to such an extent that even the favorite 
may win fairly and in the open. | 

But, on the other hand, it may become as 


' easy for the favorite to be “ pulled,”’ or for 


him to be jockeyed out 6f place, or, if neces- 
sary, for him even to be left at the post. ,Un- 
der almost any condition the horse race is 
run for the gambling excitement attendant 
on it, and almost any horse race for gamb- 
Mng purposes only may be cooked up for 
favored patrons who are “ on the inside.” 

When a person has won a bet placed ona 
favorite he ‘has subjected himself to a heavy. 
chance. He may have put up $500 in order 
to have the chance of winning only §200 or 
$300 at the most. If he has taken a long 
shot he may have put up only a few dollars 


numbers on the cups at the bottom of the 
cover. Half the numbers are winning num- 
bers and the other half are not. It looks 
as if the player was getting an even run for 
his money. For that reason, too, the gameis 
‘popular. 


Easily Duped with Spindle. 

The spindle game is faked right before 
one’s eyes, and it takes a wise person to no- 
tice it. That was the remark made by the 
attendant when the farmers inquired as to 
how they got the worst of it. Around the 
wheel that revolves upon a table that must 
be perfectly level, which, by the way, is the 
only thing about the game that is on the 
level, aré a number of horses. These horses 
are tin and in the hands of the jockeys are 
flags that do not wave to the breeze. Per- 
haps you do not know it, but these flags are 
there for a purpose. They are to make the 
spindle stop where the gamekeeper wants it 
to. A little plece of heavy paper points 
towards the horses and indicates which horse 
wins. When this game is in operation only 


the cappers are allowed close to the wheel. 


If a victim has the slightest chance of win- 
ning the cappers will shout for him and blow 
their breath upon the wheel so that it re- 
volve until he don’t. The spindle revolves 
with but little provocation, and the blowing 
of the cappers makes him lose. There are 
spindles made, however, that operate with 
springs. With these springs the wheel stops 
wherever the operator wante it to. 
A spring is also used on the wheel of for- 
tune. These wheels are much bigger than a 
spindle and are fastened upon the wall, 
Players are not within ten feet of the wheel.

Vile Waste of Time. 

_ Ruskin, taking the subject of gaming in 

its wide sense, has scored against it in his 

own forceful style. 

“ But there is one way of wasting time, of 
all the vilest, because it wastes not time only, 
but the interest and energy of your minds, 
Of all the ungentlemanly habits into which 
you can fall, the vilest is betting, or inter- 
esting yourselves in the issues of betting. 
It unites nearly every condition of folly and 
vice; you concentrate your interest upon a 
matter of chance instead of upon a subject 
of true knowledge; and you back opinions 
which you have no grounds for forming, 
merely because they are your own. All the 
{nsolence of egotism is in this,’ and so far 
as the love of excitement is complicated with 
the hope of winning money, you turn your- 
selves into the basest sort of tradesmen~— 
those who live by speculation: Were thére 
no other ground for industry, this would 
be a sufficient one—that it protected you from 
the temptation to so scandous a Vice.”

ACKED by the wealth of the Carnegie 
institute and capacited for his work 
by years of experience as a teacher 
of.science and an investigator in 
lines of original research, Dr. Charlies 

Benedict Davenport of the department of 
zoology of the University of Chicago is about 
to make an attempt to “catch nature” in 
the act of transforming species. 

“ Experimental evolution " is the term that 
should be used for the undertaking in which 
Dr. Davenport is preparing to embark, and it 
may be remarked without undue anticipation 
that the prospects for success are favorable. 

Carnegie institute has provided liberally 
for the bold experiments which Dr. Daven- 
port and his colleagues are ready to make. 
It has purchased a considerable tract of land 
at Cold: Harbor, Long Island, and the nec- 
essary buildings are now in process of con- 
struction and nearly finished. Funds with- 
out ‘stint will be supplied, and if the expedi- 
tion fails of the high mark set for it, it will 
pot be due to financial niggardliness nor 
lack of scientific skill and knowledge. 

Novel Experiments. 

What is the nature of these curious expert- 
ments deemed of such importance by the 
Carnegie institute as to warrant the ex- 
- penditure of so large a sum of money and the 

retaining of scholars to do the work? For 

Davenport will give up his work of lecturing 

and many of his private concerns in order to 

devote his entire attention to his new prob- 
ems.

scientific point of view, may be gather 
from a few words written by Dr. Aléxande 


Hill, master of Downing college, Cambridge, \ 


in a recent article on evolution. 
“It is difficult,” says Dr. Hill, “ to exag- 
‘ gerate the magnitude of the change which 
the theory of natural selection brought into 
the naturalist’s attitude of mind towards the 
subject of his gtudy, which had theretofore 
been classified’ and placed side by side as 
in a museum. It gave them life. The wax 
works figures which peopled his world be- 
gan to move. Instead of each individual 
form standing still, finished, immutable, it 
is seen to be coming out of a past and pra- 
gressing toward a future. It is no longera 
perfect thing, doing, as its ancestors have 
done, -the work for which it was designed, 
but is struggling towards perfecti#n amidst 
a multitude of competitors. 

“ As its progress becomes faster, its spe- 
cles spreads over the earth, it falle behind 
its neighbors in capacity for adaptation, it 
wi shrink into an insignificant remnant 
The stronger plants are ousting the weaker 
ones from the soll and sunshine. Defense- 
less plants and animals are growing cley- 
erer in eluding their enemies. Predatory ani 
mals are becoming more cunning in discov- 
ering the wiles of their prey, stronger in 
clasp of jaw and clasp of limb to pierce their 
armor. The existence of every Mving thing 
depends upon its being able to obtain its 
food and resist its enemies. The slightest 
balance In its favor means perpetuation, the 
least deficiency leads to extinction.

thet even the most efficient 
head cannot alwaysdo. Just 
the way a woman walks up 
the aisle, the tone of 
“Good morning!” her man- 
ner of approaching a custom- 
er, may be so pleasing that 
eVery/pne who sees her does3 
little better. People with so- 
cial talents usually do make 
big sales, even if they are lazy, 
because they always have 
hosts of personal 'friends, and 
customers always come back 
to them, but even if their sales 
reports are modest their per- 
sonality has a practical value 
to the firm they work for. 
Another valuable trait that 
heads of sections never fail to 
note is willingnes® and ability 
to pass on ideas to fellow clerks. The man 
or woman with a generous, helpful spirit, 
who treats his fellows not as rivals to be 
jealous of but as feltow workmen to be helped 
along, instructed, and encouraged when they 
fail, may work into an assistant’s position as 
much on these qualifications as on his ability 
to sell goods and to take care of stock. Abil- 
ity to give ideas to other people is a most 
valuable sort of ability and none of it is al- 
lowed to go unappreciated. 
Co-operation a Duty. 

In one of the big. stores this doctrine of 
passing on ideas is urged on all émployés as 
part of their duty, They are made to feel 
that if they hold all their ideas atthe service 
ot their employers and freely pass them on 
to their fellow workmen euch action will be 
counted to their credit and will aid in their 
personal advancement. To further empha- 
size the thought that each employé is to 
have a care for the general success of the 
whole store, as well as for his own personal 
success, a certain sum in cash is paid for 
each idea or suggestion for the perfection 
of any part of the store system that the 
management deems practicable. | 

Ability of any sort never goes begging. It 
is the policy of the best stores to fill all posi- 
tions as far as possible from the ranks. It 
is the boast of store managers and owners 

that they are glad to pass the bundle boy 
up to the position of section manager, super- 
intendent, or buyer. These promotions come 
as a rule by passing through the ranks of the 
salesmen, but occasionally salesmanship is 
not required. | 

A few months ago a section manager found 
that a certain young woman was practically 
a failure behind the counter, yet there were 
many things about her that indicated a su- 
perior mentality. 

All her qualities were observed and reported 
upon by the head of her department, with the 
result that at the end of two manths’. em- 
ployment she was made assistant head of a 
department. The management had discov- 
ered that, while she could not sel} goods to 
advantage, she could direct other people; in 
fact, her ability was of a much higher order 
than that her position as a saleswoman ré- 
quired.

Look for Special Talents, : 

An advancement ‘based like thig one, on 
the discovery of other qualities bezides the 
ability to sell goods, is nota fare one. One 
manager states that hardly a month goes by 
that some one is not picked out from the 
ranks of salesmen and given a position more 
suited to his special talents. ; 

it remains true, of course, that the ability 
to roll up a big sales report is in general 
the basis of promotion for clerks. And any 
clerk may succeed by narrowing right down 
and keeping his eye fixed eternally on his 
own report sheet, but. the other kind of man, 
the man who takes time to show interest in 
and to make his personality felt throughout 
the whole department, the man’ who in- 
struets and encourages newcomers, and 
looks.to the interest and progress of the store 
generally, will find that these traits are duly 
taken note of and that they will contribute to

Increase Demand for Product. 

“ The intention of the union,” said one of 
the officers, “‘ is to acquaint the people of this 
city and the entire country with the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ union and what it stands for: 
When the people know that when they are 
buying union made shoes they are hot only 
securing a. superior article but are}as well 
giving help to an organization that is striving 
constantly for the betterment of the condi- 
tions of the laboring man, it will ereate a 
demand for union made shoes that will ren- 
der the keeping of shoes not made by organ- 
ized labor unprofitable for the dealer, When 
this is accomplished a great obstacle to the 
furtherance of the plans of the union will 
have been removed.

seems to be little to the business except tug- 
' ging, pulling, pushing, and lifting. Esti- 


one would be apt to demand of him little 
more than a broad, square pair of shoulders 
and sinewy arms capable of swinging sev- 
eral hundred pounds of dead weight. That 
undoubtedly is-the popular conception of ‘the 
man who makes a success in this line: And 
it is not altogether a wrong conception, for 
piano movers, as a class, are strapping big 
fellows with a generous gift of muscle. 

But when you go to the bettom of their 
_oveupation you find that they must have 
other qualifications as well. It is one line 
of work which no oné ever completely learns. 
A man may be an expert at moving pianos 
and yet every day he encounters an angle 
to the business which is absolutely new and 
which calls for considerable application of 
mechanical ingenuity. 

Tpe intricacies of the piano mogers’ taade 
seem decidedly insignificant when compared 
with those of other craftsmen. There seems 
to be little for him to do save to Nft a piano 
on to’'a wagon, lift it off again, and finally 
land it ina purchaser’s parlor. In the main 
this summarizes his work. And it looks 
easy, doesn’t it? It seems as though any 
one ought to learn how to do this in a day’s 
time. And yet men who have been engaged 
in the business for twenty-five years will 
tell you that they never completely master 
their work. They become proficient, it is 
true, even expert, but they never know what 
Cay will produce a situation absolutely dif- 
ferent from anything they have ever before 
encountered. 

These facts are true for the most part of 
the city piano mover. In country towns 
where the village drayman handles the few 
pianos that are transported, and half the 
heavyweights of the towh turn out volunta- 
rily to assist in loading and unloading, mere- 
ly for the honor connected with the service, 
piano moving is not,a profession. Parlors, as 
a rule, are located on the main floor, and the 
job of placing a piano is comparatively an 
easy one. In cities, however, it is different. 
Persons who live in the upper stories of 
apartment houses do not feel that they 
should be denied the use of musical instru- 
ments just. because they happen to dwell 
up inthe air. And thus it devolves upon the 
piano mover to provide means of taking a 
plano to them. It is the variety of structural 
conditions found in large cities that makes 
the work of moving pianos so exacting. 

In days gone by, when flat buildings were 
designed and built with thecomfort and con- 
venience of their occupants as the dominat- 
ing principle of construction, the piano 
mover had a comparatively easy time of it. 
In the first place, there were fewer pianos 
to move. He could devote more time to his 
work, and as there were few high apartment 
houses, each delivery was practically a repe- 
tition of the one preceding, so faras any new 
conditions were concerned. But along came 
the modern flat building, with its winding, 
angular stairway, its narrow doorways and 
small windows, its elevated, parlors and be- 
wiktering entrances. And with the advent 
of this modern building the troubles of the 
piano mover began to multiply, until today

piano man. He is left 

to devise his own 

methods of delivery, and that is why no man 

ever completely learns the business. He en- 

counters new obstaciés almost every day. 
‘‘In the first place, we are up against the 

narrow, winding stairway. Some of them 

are Cangerously steep, with a narrow tread 

board, which prevents a man carrying a 


heavy ioad from obtaining a safe and secure 
footheld Doors and windows also are nar-— 


row, and wiuen you start out to deMver a 
piano you never know whether 4t will take 
you three minutes or half a day to complete 
the job. If all flat biuldings were designed 
and built with the idea of roominess predom- 
inating, the plano mover’s life would be one 
comtinuous round of uninterrupted bliss.” 


The actual work of moving pianos has 
been reduced to a basis presenting the 
minimum of obstacles. Men engaged in the 
business have come to regard the question of 
weight as a triviality, whereas it used to be 
the one prominent feature of the work. 
Three men will handle a plano now under 
eenditions which called for half a dozen five 
or ten years ago. Upright pianos weigh all 
the way from 600 to 1,400 pounds. A grand 
piano may weigh 1,000 or 2,100 pounds, and 
yet three men usually are able to deliver it 
with little or no trouble, provided, of course, 
they do not encounter a flat building which 
balks them and. renders the application of 
strength impossible. 

Wherever practicable a piano is carried 
from the wagon to its resting place. Three 
muscular men will literalty shoulder the in- 
strument and plod up two, three, or four 
flights of steps with the utmost ease. But 
where a stairway is too narrow to permit 
of passage, or doors have been constructed 
along too cramped lines, the plano mover 
must resort to other meansof transportation.

The block and tackle is the favorite re- 


source of the plano man when an instrument 
must be elevated from the outside, taken 
through a front window, or across the railing 
of a back porch. One end of the rope is 
hitched either to a chimney or some projec- 
tion from.an adjoining building, and with 
muscular power the instrument is raised to 
any height desired and swyng through an 
open window with the utmost ease. In car- 
rying pianos the weight is divided between 
one man in front and two in the rear. Con- 
ditions frequently require that the keyboard 
and front of the instrument be taken off, 
and in rare cases it has been found. neces- 
sary to reduce the plano to a skeleton before 
it can be taken inte an apartment. 

Whereas several years ago one piano w 
considered a good load for any well built 
wagon, the trucks designed for use today 
carry three or four, and teams carry them 
at a brisk trot. The heavy side of the traffic 
geems to have been lost sight of. Moving 
a piano used to be something of an event— 
it remaing such in country.towns, but in 
cities the work is not even an incident. It is 
so commonplace that no one gives it any at- 
tention. 

It is only within the last two years that 
the work of the piano mover became so fully 
developed that it called for the recognition 
of labor organizers. Up to that time almost 
any strong, healthy man with an aptitude for 
lifting could qualify asa plano mover. The 
intricacies of the work, however, began to 
multiply with the prevalence of the modern 
flat building, and the piano movers formed 
a union, which now has a membership of 
150. It is a dangerous occupation, the num- 
ber of injuries being great... Asa rule, these 
injuries are sustained on stairways. 


Fads of Financiers. 
By Frank Andrews. 


OMEBODY _ ought to go into the fad 
business. There should be money in 
it. In fact, there is money init. But 
the trouble with the industry. at pres- 
ent is.that it doesn’t belong to any 

one. It needs a real, live, energetic pro- 
moter,°a man who can tell a good fad from 
a bad-one 4nd who is able to prescribe spe- 
cifically. If such an individual is out of 
employment he has overlooked an alluring 
opportunity. ~ There is a promising field 
which needs working. It is La Salle street. 

There are plenty of fads in La Salle street 
at present, but they all are different. The 
faddists are in need of an organizer, and if 
the time ever comes when effort produces 
anything resembling a fad trust it is apt to 
prove one of the most gigantically inclusive 
corporations ever launched. Financial men 
are intuitively faddists. In fact, so many 
fads have come to light in the financial cen- 
ter ever day that men who might be induced 
to adopt one or another never know which 
one they ought to follow. That is why the 
industry needs a promoter, somebody who 
can give expert testimony on the general 
subject of fads. He could make a lot of 
money. 

In La Salle street the other man’s fad al- 
ways is a joke. That is why such a wide 
diversity ‘exists. The man who leans to- 
ward horses is ridiculed by the man who 
goes in for automobiling ona large and scien- 
tific scale, and the golf enthusiast fails to 
arouse even the casual interest of his neigh- 
"bor who Is struggling to uplift the field of art. 
It is every, man his own faddist in La Salle 
street, the only immunes being those who 
have no fads at all. 

With the financter a fad ‘is the avenue to 
relaxation. It is the diverting influence 
which obliterates the maze of white figures 
on the blackboard and stills the incessant 
buzz of the ticker. Perhaps no other class 
of men feel the need of such refreshing men- 
tal and ‘physical diversion as much as those 
engaged actively in the pursuit of strictly 
financial affairs. It is a business calling for 
intense concentration and demanding equally 
effective relaxation when ‘business cares are 
put aside. That is why the financier is the 
ideal faddist. | 

In considering the fade of financiers the 
position of honor seems to belong to John 
W. Gates, who adopts practically every new 
fad that comes along and- never entirely 
gives up any of them. Mr. Gates is In- 
stinctively an- enthusiast. He takes up a 
fad with a vengeance. It is difficult to say 


what fad he likes best or which one gives 
him the most pleasure, but his newest diver- 
sion, and because it is new it may be regard- 
ed as his favorite, is bridge whist. He will 
play bridge on the lid-of a trunk or the bot- 
tom of an onion barrel as long as he can 
induce any one to play with him. Mr. Gates 
also goes in for automobiling, but only as a 
passenger. He regards the chauffeur’s seat 
as too intimate an introduction to the stren- 
uous life. His enthusiasm over race horses 
is well known. 

A& season or two ago he took up golf, but 
in play insisted upon traveling so rapidly 
over the links that he experienced difficulty 
in getting any one to play with him. Mr. 
Gates’ love for golf waned speedily, and the 
game cannot now be listed as one of his 
favorite fads. 

One of Chicago's foremost faddists, who 
Is not located in La Galle street, but whose 
interests are centered there, is John Farson. 
Mr. Farson is a leader among the advocates 
of fads. In fact, he is something of a pro- 
moter. He likewise is an originator. One 
of Mr. Farson’s fads is red neckties and red 
vests. Just at present he is deriving his 
chief enjoyment outside of business hours 
from automobiling. He owns several ma- 
chines of various styles, and has added to his 
collection by purchasing a new sixty horse 
power car, the largest and most powerful to 
be found west of New York. 

John C. King has adopted a fad which 
seems to stand in a class by itself. He does 
not find his enjoyment in outdoor sports or 
matters of dress, but in the collection of 
clocks. He has made a careful study of the 
clock question, and spends much time 


- searching for unique specimens to add to 


his collection, which is a large one, includ- 
ing odd timepieces of every description. 
The fads of financiers furnish considerable 
amusement to persons intimately acquaint- 
ed with the inside life of those who figure 
conspicuously in Chicago’s financial world. 
If a man happens along La Salle street and 
begins to talk about chickens he is imme- 
diately referred to John Dupte, whose hobby 
is raising fine poultry. Mr, Dupee is an en- 
thusiast on the question of chickens, and 
spends much of his time outside of office 
hours looking after the welfare of hig fowls. 
The fad of P. A. Valentine is al unique. 
The. one thing that interests Mr. Valentine 
more than any other outside of. his business 
is, the raising of buffaloes. At his summer 
home at Oconomowoc he has a large herd, 
and finds much pleasure in propagating a 
species of animal now almost extinct. He 


has provided a special inclosure for the 
herd, and, winter and summer regards the 
physical well being of these animals as a 
matter demanding his close attention. | 

‘With John A. Lambert It is different. He 
has a reigning fad, but it has nothing to do 
with golf, automobiling, fishing, hunting, 
the raising of chickens, or the care of animals. 
It is in the cultivation of choice flowers that 
Mr. Lambert finds relaxation from business 
cares, and he has been wonderfully success- 
ful in bringing forward many rare speci- 
mens. At his country home, near Joliet, he 
has an elaborate outlay of gardens and green- 
houses, and plants are cultivated under his 
personal supervision. John J. Mitchell is 
another who shows more than passing inter- 
estdn the growth of flowers. In fact, this also 
is a fad with him, and he has elaborate gar- 
dens at his summer home at Lake Geneva. 

The fad of the financier is not always the 
mere pursuit of pleasure. It sometimes 
takes on the aspect of work. That is, others 
who are not buoyed up by enthusiasm so re- 
gard it. James H. Eckels belongs to the 
class of faddists who do not seek for pleasure 
alone. Mr. Eckels’ hobby is politics. He is 
deeply interested in the political game, and 
devotes considerable time and much study to 
political conditions. Another whose inclina- 
tions follow similar lines is Isaac L. Ellwood. 
In addition to making politics something of 
a fad, Mr. Ellwood is deeply interested in 

. expensive publications, and has his home in 
De Kalb well filled with rare and costly edi- 
tions. | 

Reuben Donnelley and Finley Barrell are 
enthusiastic hunters, while C. K. G. Billings 
has adopted the pleasurable pastime of rais- 
ing trotting horses, one of which, Lou Dillon, 
holds the world’s record for a mile. Sidney 
C. Love, long a devotee of polo, has practical- 
ly discarded that game and is a strong advo- 
cate of rackets, which at present is his.fad. 
The Moore brothers, James Hobart and Will- 
jam H., have for a fad the raising of fine 
horses for show purposes, while A. S. Trudé 
goes in enthusiastically for fishing and 
hunting. 

There are, asa matter of fact, few financiers 
in Chicago who do not follow some sort of 
diversion that affords them relaxation from 
business cares and worries. With most of 
them, however, these pleasures are mere in- 
cidents and are not pursued to the point 
where they may be referred to as fads. The 
automobile has come wonderfully into vogue 
with financial men, and has in a measure 
taken the place of golf.

Men of the Moment. 

At a’ recent legal dinner a verbose young 
barrister was describing to Judge Grantham, 
in a tragic manner, a thunder storm which 
once overtook him while out riding. ‘“ The 
scene was awful, and,’’ said the lawyer, “I 
expected every moment the lightning would 
strike the tree under which I had taken shel- 
ter.”’ “ Why, then,” interrupted the judge, 
in his sharp voice, “ why in thunder didn’t 
you get under another tree?’ 

When the herds of Abyssinia were nearly 
exterminated by rinderpest, King Menelek 
tciled@ with his soldiers in the flelds, and dis- 
tributed the fruits of their labors to the 
hungry. For three years he ate no beef, 
Why ehould I enjoy plenty,”’ he sald, “while 

people are in want?’ The increase of the 
foreign trade of Abyssinia from £16,000 
to nearly half a million is attributed directly 
to his influence. 

Probably the two most learned women in 
the world—certainly the foremost women bib- 
lical scholars—are Mrs. Agnes Smith Lewis 
and Mrs. Margaret Dunlop Gibson of Cam- 
bridge, who have just discovered what. is 
known as the Sinaitic palimpsest, the oldest 
known manuscript of the four gospels. This 
is the most important discovery of biblical 
manuscripts which has been made in modern 
times. Remarkable to say, Mrs. Gibson and 
Mrs. Lewis are twin sisters. Clearly itisa 
case of inherited talent. 

Prof. Lloyd Morgan, mineralogist and ge- 
ologist at the University of Oxford, ‘tells a 
story of a commercial magnate who came to 
im to consult about the instruction of his 
son, who was some day to succeed to his 
vast business interests. ‘‘ But, mind you,” 
said he, “I don’t want him to learn about 
strata, or dips, or faults, or upheavals, or 
denudations; and I don’t want him to fill 
his mind with fossils or stuff about crystals. 
What I want him to learn is how to find gold 
and silver and copper in paying quantities, 
sir—in paying quantities.’’ 


Day Dreams That Help Us, 

“T was in boyhood extremely prone to 
castle building,” said the late Herbert 
Spencer in his “ Autobiography,” “a habit 
which continued throughout youth and into 
mature life, finally passing. I suppose, into 
the dwelling on schemes more or less practi- 
cable. 

“Often these dreams, becoming literally 
day dreams, quite filed my consciousness 
when walking. Even in the streets my state 
of abstraction was such that I occasionally 
talked aloud as I went along—a fact of which 
I was from time to time made aware by peo- 
ple who turned to look at me. 

‘But the ‘strangest instance exhibiting 
such absorption was this: I had been sent 
into the town on some commission; got, as 
usual, into a train of imaginary adventures;

urbs into the country on the other side of 
the town; eventually came to myself, and 
remembered what I had been sent out for: 
turned round and walked back through the 
town, and arrived at the door of our house 
before again coming to myself and again re- 
calling my errand. I believe it is a general 
belief that castle building is detrimental, but 
I am by no means sure that this is so. In 
moderation, I regard it as beneficial. It ig 
a play of the constructive imagination, and 
without constructive imagination there can 
be no high achievement.”’ 


Old Age Caused by Microbe. 

In a lecture on “ Old Age,” delivered by 
Dr. Menchnikoff {n Paris, the speaker ex- 
pressed the opinion that senility was pro- 
duced by certain physiological states which 
cause the beneficent species of microbes 
called “ macrophages” to increase too rap- 
idly. Then in their turn they bécome inju- 
rious. 

These parasites flourish in the large in- 
testine, which mammals possess, whereas 
in birds it is almost entirely lacking. The 
result was shown in the person of the doc- 
tor’s own dog, which was decrepit at 18, 
while the doctor’s parrot, aged 70, appeared

senility is an infectious disease, and it should 
be possible to treat it like other maladies— 
to cure it or prevent it."

There is this to be said about, and it may 
be against, the work as it is oUtlined and 
carried out In large houses at present. The 
bookkeeper has little or no chanée of learn- 
ing all of the details of the busitiess. He is 
kept closely to one department and follows 
one line of work so continuously that if he 
in brought into contact with othér branches 
of the business he is not apt to know much 
about it. For instance, a firm may have a 
thoroughly competent bookkeeper who 
knows all about recording an afcount and 
striking a balance, but if you should ask him 
to figure out the discount on a certain set of 
bills or perform some other task not directly 


connected with his department he. wouldn’t 


know what you were talking about. This 
close drawing of the branches of a business 
institution has had the effect of producing 
expert department specialists, but, on the 
other ‘hand, has brought about a’perceptible 
decrease in the number of ail around book- 
keepers, mem whq are familiar with all 
phases of’ the business in which they are 


engaged. 


“To attempt to say positively and in a 
general way what the bookkeepeér’s chances 
of success really are is like trying to answer 
the familiar question, What we chee has a 
country boy in the city? If the country 
boy is the right sort of a boy hé has an ex- 


cellent chance of getting ahead and making a 


name for himself. But he prcehably would 
have done the same thing in the country. 
So it is with the bookkeeper. The men who 
have gone from the ledger to positions of 
trust, where they became important factors 
in the affairs of their employer; have been 
men who wanted to succeed anil who were 
willing to work for their success: They un- 
doubtedly would have done equally well in 
another line. Like every other, occupation 
which may serve as a bookkeep- 
ing is an excellent stepping gtone. The 
schooling a man receivesis valuable. What 
use he makes of it and to what heights-he is 
able to climb depends altogether upon his 
own inclinations. That is, I have found this 
to be true in a majority of instafices. 
* As long as there are businegs firms em- 
ploying bookkeepers: there will be oppor- 
tunities for them to get ahead.} Men who 
handle the accounts of a firm pught to be 
well qualified to .step. into a position re- 
quiring a substantial knowledge of this sub- 
ject... Therefore the bookkeepef is a logical 
candidate for promotion. Bookkeepers have 
risen to the highest positions of trust, which 
they are holding at present, and there is‘no 


apparent reason why they shoyld not con- 


tinue to do so. Some will rise; others will 
remain where they are, while still others will 
go down and out to make room/for the am- 
bitious younger generation. 
‘So you have all conditions in!considering 
the chances of the bookkeeper to succeed in 
life. One man .finds the chances, another 
doesn’t. So it seems to me that it is the 
same with bookkeepers as with men engaged 
in any other occupation which;affords the 
épportunity for advancement. {It depends 
upon the man. To my way of thinking, the 
bookkeeper’s chances never were better than 
they are today, and I doubt if they ever will 
be better. Whether he gets aliead or not 
rests largely, almost entirely, wi th the book- 
keeper.”

One thing is certain. ‘The bookkeeper’s 
work has been narrowed down to more of a 
matter of routine today than it: was five or 


even three yearsago. ‘The system of keeping

‘Schoolboys Say They Are. 
Not BecomingEffeminate 


No Objection to Women as Teachers. 


OES the influence of a woman 
teacher tend to miake the school- 
boy of today effeminate?” 


44 


The assertion that it does, and 


the criticism of the American 

school system, made by members of a Brit- 
ish educational commission, on the ground 
that too many women are employed as 
teachers, has aroused a storm of discussion 
and comment throughout the country. In 
some circles the expressed opinion of the 
Mosely commission is strongly upheld, in 
others it is firmly resénted and repudiated. 
The supporters of the idea contend, with 
members of the commission, that a boy can- 
not receive the proper training while under 
the influence of a teacher of the gentler 
sex, alleging that such tutelage has result- 
ed in the feminization of the American 
schoolboy of today and that the strong hand 
of a man ts necessary to properly instill in 


the growing male mind the principles of true 


manhood. 


On the other hand, those who believe in 
the woman teacher, and their name is legion, 
maintain that the gentler influence of a 
woman as a teacher makes not only manly 
boys out of her scholars but has also a 
tendency to mold their characters along the 
lines that result in a gentleman. ° 

That the charge of effeminacy cannot be 
successfully brought against the youth of 
Chicago a glance at the play yard of one of 
the big schools during recess should quickly 
meke apparent. 

And the boys themselves—and surely the 
boys ought to kndéw, spiritedly deny with 
quick show of resentment that they have the 
least tendencies toward effeminacy or that 
they are in any way deficient in the quali- 
ties that make for vigorous manhood. Their 
opinions in the matter are expressed through 
THE TRIBUNE in order that the public may 
know just how the American schoolboy re- 
ceives this criticism of his English cousin. 

In Chicago the teaching of the public 
schools may be said to be leftalmost entirely 
to. the charge of women teachers. According 
to information furnished by the board of 
education the proportion of the sexes em- 
ployed is as follows: 


‘Female +4, 746 


Male 390 


Of the 300 men employed only a few are em- 
ployed as teachers in the elemenéary schools. 
For the most part they are principals, high 
school teachers, teachers of physical culture, 
manual training, and other special branches, 
their number in the grades being so smal! as 
to afford no comparison with the great num- 
ber of women employed. 
Influence Same as Mothers. 

On the question of who is preferable as a 
teacher in the public schools, the man or the 
woman, my vote would be cast for the woman 
every time. 

I don’t think that a boy beqomes effeminate 
because he is under the inflyence of a woman 
during ‘the hours he is in school. Most boys 
have mothers or sisters, and surely the mem- 
bers of the Mosely commission do not mean 
to say that a boy who is brought up under 
these influences does not make as manly a 
man as those brought up under different con- 
ditions. | 3 

I have attended’ the public schools tn a 
small country town and here in the city, and 
I have never found a woman teacher who did 


not admire a manly boy or who did not try 
to instill the principlés of true manhood in 
the boys under her charge. . If the schoolboys 
of this country appear effeminate in compari- 
son to the schoolboy of England, then I 
think it must be that the British cousin isan 
exceptionally overrough, boisterous charac- 


ter. Go out and see our ball games, our 
track meets, and other athletic contests and 
see if there are any evidences of effeminacy 
apparent in the American Boy of today. No; 
I think that if the Mosely commission had in- 
vestigated more thoroughly they would have 
never said in their report that the American 
schoolboy was effeminate because of too 
many women teachers in the public schools, 
or for any other reason. gi 

A woman teacher will surely help to make 
a boy gentie, make more of a gentleman out 
of him. Is it possible that this is what the 
commission found objectionable?

The Mosely commission’s report would 
have one believe it is not beneficial for a 
boy to be under the influence of a woman 
teacher while attending the public school. 
They say that it is feminizing him. 

Now, anybody who knows the American 
schoolboy knows that there is no suspicion of 
effeminacy attached to him, at school or 
away from it - 

On the contrary, he is, if anything, I think, 
during his public school years at least, more 
inclined the other way—more boisterous than 
effeminate. So it ought to be apparent that 
the influence of a woman who can soften his 
character and imbue in him a respect for 
the gentler ideals of life is not only desirable, 
but highly necessary to his future welfare.

Thomas A. Edison. 


Thomas A. Edison was a newsboy af8 
years of age, and owned thé exclusive right 
to all papers sold on the Grand Trunk rail- 
road before he was 20, While running this 
business he made experiments in chemistry, 
which resulted in setting fire to the car. He 
then took up telegraphy, and soon made his 
first invention, which allowed the sending of 
two messages at once over one wire. 


Henry C. Payne. 

Henry C. Payne workéed his way up from 
the position of a clerk in a dry goods house 
until he became a partner in a wholesale 
house in Milwaukee. When this failed he 
started life over again, beginning with the 
insurance business. His success dated from 
the time he entered republican politics as 
an organizer during the Grant-Greeley cam-

Simon Newcomb grew up witha wonderful 
aptitude for books, and was considered a 
failure on this account, and because he was 
not a. success at farming.

James A. Stillman. 

James A. Stillman entered the employ of 
Smith & Dunning, cotton commission mer- 
chants in New York, and was 21 years old 
when a new firm scceeded them, in which 
he was taken as partner.

Elements of Canvasser’s Success 


By J. WwW. 


N the city of Chicago there are perhaps 
15,000 canvassers, men who earn a liv- 
ing going from house to house, carrying 
small sample articles with them, either 
selling the articles direct or taking or- 
ders to be filled later. A large number of 
these canvassers drift about constantly from 
one employer to another. They work a few 
days for this man and then a few days for 
that man. They are easily discouraged, as 
a rule, yet are always looking for the ful- 


fillment of the golden promises held out by. 


each and every man who sends out salesmen 
on commission instead of hiring. salaried 
salespeople. 

When a promising “ ad.”’ calling for sales- 
men appears in the daily papers, all those 


canvassers who are dissatisfied with their | 


work—and most of them are always dissat- 
isfled—consider applying for work in the new 
place. Now, the more alluring the “ ad.” 
the more suspicious these people are that 
the whole thing is a fake. Yet with some- 
thing of the feeling with which they would 
listen to the prediction of a gypsy who prom- 
ised them “‘ wealth, fame, and happiness,” 
all for a quarter fee, they enter the man’s 
office, “just to see what his game is,” as 
they put it to themselves. 

The old stagers drift in, plenty of them, 
men and women, if sex be not specified in 
the “ad.,” with a sprinkling of the inex- 
perienced—clerks out of employment, wid- 
ows, middleaged women who “thought they’d 
like to earn a little money,” and broken 
down old men past obtaining a “regular 
job” of any kind. Yet there is a large pro- 
portion of these people who really want work 
and who if they were rightly handled would 
do good work. | 

Almost the whole difficulty in getting can- 
vassers to do good work is in the attitude 
of the employer toward them. — 

Suppose you want canvassers to get orders 
for your new complexion brush. The rea- 
son you send men out on commission is sim- 
ply because you have not the capital with 
which to pay salaries. Very well. But if 
you think less of your own proposition be- 
cause of your lack of capital with which to 
launch it; if you think that the advantage 
is all on your side when you get men to work 
for you on a commission basis; if you say 
to yourself as you look at the canvasser, 
** What a fool you are to be willing to invest 
your time and effort without certain pay,” 
you will fail to create the right interest in 
his mind. 

Of course you know that out of every dollar 
taken in by good man or poor man a certain 
part will be velvet to you. But you are dead 
wrong if you consider that you bear no part 
of the loss in every failure the canvasser 
makes to sell the article he presents. You 
do bear a part im every failure your man 
makes, just as surely as if you were paying 
himasalary. Because to succeed you must 
do a certain percentage of business just as 
surely as though you were paying big rent 
for a store, high salaries to salesmen, and 
high rates for advertising. 

Logically, therefore, you should take the 
same ‘attitude towards canvassers on com- 
mission that you would toward salaried 
clerks. From your own point of view this 


is the only logical attitude to take, and when 
you do not take this attitude you cannot 


get good work from your canvassers. 

The average man hiring canvassers acts 
as if he thought the position he offered had 
no value; he acts as if he had no confidence 
in his own propositiom He is usually willing 
to hire anybody that offers to go to work. 
He shows his lack of confidence in his own 
proposition by being willing to send a person 
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Williams. 


on important business without knowing 
whether he is a thief or a burglar or a con« 
fidence man. Asa rule he asks no questions 
as to references, record, ability, or anything 
else, but engages a man offhand. ‘I have 
men now,” says the prospective employer, 
“ making $5a day. You can do just as well; 
here’s your outfit. Go ahead”

So even the inefficient man assumes 
an attitude of distrust toward you. 

If you hire a man ip this offhand way, if. 
you do not make the engagement of your 
canvassers an important business trans-. 
action, you say to him by implication: “ The 
only way to treat you is to jolly you up by 


. making you believe you can earn big money. 


You'll believe anything, since you are fea 
enough to take this kind of work.”.. You... 
take all value out of the position you offers. 
you make it too cheap. 
Suppose you look at a piece of goods in a 
cheap tailor shop and talk of having a wit 
made. Perhaps you say, “I like that piece 
of goods, but I'll think the: matter over be- 
fore ordering.” What does the cheap clerk 
do? He asks for a deposit of $5 for holding 
the goods for you: Then he gradually drops 
down to 25 cents. Anything to get you to 
come back. Of course, if a tailor thought

This leaves 
sufficient weight on the tracks to maintain 
the car's stability and keep it from leaving 
the track. Scientific objection has been 
raised by critics on three points of the doc- 
tor’s proposition. First, that there is little 
friction on the bearings of the wheels and 
hence little is gained by the lifting of weight; 
second, that while the line of attraction in 
the magnets would be vertical while the 
train was standing, when it was moving the 
_ foree would be exerted obliquely, tending to 
pull backward; and third, that the magnetic 
action Gecreases in inverse ratio to the square 
of the separating distance, thus requiring 
four times the power to lift the train at two 
inches distance to that needed when but one 
meh intervened. On the other hand, it is 
well to consider that scientists laughed at 
the possibility of the steamboat, telegraph, 
telephone, and wireless telegraphy, but they 
are accomplished facts; again, capitalists 
seldom invest large sums in such enterprises 
without getting the advice and approval of 
men of scientific attainments.

Booker T. Washington is ps as 
widely and well known as a American 
citizen of the day. As an educator he is 


as representative a leader as we have. He 
has not only ideals and the complete cour- 
age of his devotion to them but he has 
ideas respecting the actual conditions c~d 
needs of American citizenship; necessities 
which can only be met by the right kind of 
popular education. 
His Early Training. 

To his own credit be itsald, Booker Wash- 
ington never tires of acknowledging his own 
personal indebtedness to the Ha pton Nor- 
mal and Industrial institute, anid especially 
to Gen, 6. C. Armstrong, who was the singu- 
larly original, brilliant, creative founder of 
the Hampton institute. The kegee in- 
stitute had its preéxistent genesjs in Hamp- 
ton. Both institutions have been penetrated 


and inspired by nearly the same ideals of 


education as related to manhood and good 
citizenship. Their ideas as to the'vital neces- 
sity of education are identical. oth putthe 
same emphasis on the moral values of actual 
and faithful band work—work iinto which 
brains, character, and disciplinefl skill have 
been put. t 

It cannot, indeed, be claim ‘that ® Gen. 
Armstrong and Principal Washipston have 
been altogether original in their public ad- 
vocacy of downright hard handediwork in the 
normal and industrial education; but it is to 
be said of them that they have: done more 
than any other two men in America, or any- 
where else, to give impressive prominence 
and distinction to this element in the timely 
and needed popular education. It is an idea 
that-has worked its way graduajly, inevita- 
bly, and almost to the degree of 4 revolution 
into the whole scheme of our popular educa- 
tion, from the kindergarten up. It is educa- 
tion that comes by doing things; that comes 
especially by painstaking, persistent, habit- 
uated effort in seeking to do things in the best 
possible way. It is the education which 
comes: when one puts his brain, his con- 
science, his imagination, his heart, into his 
hands, and so sets the whole machinéry of his 
personality into intelligent, purpeseful, use- 
ful action. 


The essential ideas of Froebeli have got 
widely into the air on all sides. But more 
than that, they are getting themselves put 
into concrete actualization on ev side. 


Experiences at Tuskegee. 

Booker Washington’s latest book is enti- 
tled Working with the Hands.” It is issued 
as a kind of sequel to his story of his own 
life» *“‘Up from Slavery,’’ but; covering 
especially the author’s experiences in indus- 
trial training at Tuskegee. For several 
years, he says, he has been receiving re- 
quests.from many parts of the United States 


and from foreign ¢ountries as well for some 
detailed information concerning the value of 
industrial training and the methods em- 
ployed to develop it. His book is, in part, 
.an attempt to answer these inquiries.

Must Show Financie! Profit. 

Right at the forepart of his presentation 
Mr. Washington states these two proven 
facts as needing emphasis: | 
First—Mere hand training, without thor- 
ough moral, religious, and mental education, 
counts for little. 
the heart together, as the essential elements 
of educational need, should be so corelated 
that one may be made to help the others. 
At the Tuskegee institute they find con- 
stantly that they can make their industrial 
‘work assist in the academic training, and 

vice versa. | 
Second—The effort to make an ingustry 


pay its way should not be made the aim . 


of first importance. The teaching should be 
most emphasized. Their policy at Tuskegee 
is to make an industry pay its way if possi- 
ble, but at the same time not to sacrifice 
the training to mere economic gain. Those 
who undertake such endeavor with the ex- 


pectation of getting much money out ofan, 


industry will find themselves disappointed 
unless they realize that the institution must 
be, all the time, working upon raw material. 
At Tuskegee, for-example, when a student 
is trained to the point of efficiency where he 
can construct a first class wagon they do 
not keep him there to build more vehicles, 
but send him out Into the world to exert his 
trained influence and capabilities in lifting 
others to his level, and they begin their work 
with the raw material all over again. 
* 
Negro Education's Success.

Mere training of 
the hand without mental and moral education 
would mean little for the welfare of any 
race. “ But, while I do not propose that 
every individual should have hand training, 
I do say that in all my contact with men 
I have never met one who had learned a 
trade in youth who regretted it in manhood, 
nor have I ever seen a father or mother 
who was sorry that their children had been 
taught trades.” “Our pathway,” he de- 
clares, “must be up through the soil, up 
through swamps, up through forests, up 
through the streams and rocks; up through 
commerce, education, and religion!”

A Necessity, Not a Problem. 

Booker Washington is never more convinc- 
ing than when he insists that the problem of 
bis own race is only one part of the common 
and indivisible problem of the American 
people of all races. It is not so much a race 
problem as a human necessity. Nor Is it a 
local problem; it is a national one. For the 
white race, he says, the danger is that in its 
prosperity and power it may forget the claim 
of a weaker people; may forget thata strong 
race, like an individual, should put its hand 
upon its heart and ‘ask, if it were placed in 
similar circumstances, how it would like the 
world to treat it; that the stroénger race may 


forget that in proportion as it lifts up the~

It may be stirred with a red hot bar of iron 
or thrown into a fire, or molten éast iron 
may be poured-on it without causing igni- 
tion. But if even a small portion of the 
mixture be raised to a temperature nearly 
approaching that of molten steel the chem- 
ical affinity of the aluminium for the oxygen 
contained in the ferric oxide is erfully 
developed, with the result that metallic iron 
and oxide of aluminium are produced, the 
conversion being attained at a heat of 3,000 
degrees centigrade. Joints made with ther- 
mit are far stiffer than those mage in the 
usual manner, according to tests: made in 
Burope, and in the construction of trolley 
lines prove perfect electrical cendu¢tors and 
give a rail joint smoother than heretofore 
possible, thus adding to the life of roadbed

Rod Sir. Oliver Lodge before the 
Vindicated,London Institute of Archi- 
f tects may eventually lead to 
the restoration of the highly profitable 
times of the lightning rodagent. His dem- 
onstrations go to show that this gentleman 
of smooth language was far from being mis- 
taken in his statements that his copper 
tipped rods would draw the electric bojts 
from their course of destruction. The trou- 
ble was that they were too good. In his 
experiments he used, three different sub- 
stances as conductors—copper, iron, and a 
wet string. While copper was the most in- 
tense and rapid wonductor, it produced a 
sharp crack at the flash and showed by the 
intensity of its action that it was likely to 
set up a side flash, which in protected build- 
ings has been the origin of most of the light- 
ning accidents which have resulted in the 
loss of faith on the part of the people in the 
veracity of. the much maligned lightning 
rod man. Iron took the bolt with less noise 
and the wet string with hardly any, yet the 
latter was efficient in protecting the two 
other conductors. Wet string is, of course, 
impossible in practice, but Sir Oliver main- 
tained that iron was quite as efficient a con- 
ductor as copper and far more safe, in so far 


as it did away with the side flash. His con- 


clusion, was the trial showed that copper 
as a lightning conductor should be dismissed 
with costs. Should it be possible to con- 
vince the American householders of the cor- 
rectness of his views, the practical outcome 
of the demonstration may be the revival of 
the lightning rod industry, with fron as a 
substitute for copper. er? 


As showing the economy of freight loco- 
motives of immense capacity, a report of an 
eastern railroad covering seven years’ use 
sets forth that while the fuel increased 79 
per cent freight tonnage increased 86 per 
cent, the consumption of coal per ton miile 
decreasing 4 per cent.

Menace of 


Sons in 
By Dr. Henry Morris. 


S the increasing number of rich men's 
sons becoming a menace to the tone and 
atmosphere of American colleges, more 
especially of ard college, and if 80, 

what is the remedy? seem to be questions 
that are at present agitating at least a cer- 
tain proportion of Harvard alumni and pro- 
fessors. The cry for a more democratic 
spirit and mode of life in the academic or 
college department of Harvard university 
has long been heard in the land, and various 
remedies for existing conditions have been 
offered and some of them tried. The Harvard 
Union was built by Maj. Hix inson, and 
there was an effort on the part of a recent 
senior class to put more underclass men of 
prominence in athletics, debating, and the 
like to live together in the old dormitories 
in the yard. But the cry has hitherto been 
accompanied by vague reasons for the de- 
To men 
trained, as Harvard men are, in an atmos- 
phere where the individual is intensely 
fostered, the cry often seemed based on 
sentimental grounds, out of harmony with 
the Harvard tradition, in fact; and it was 
often uttered tn deaf ears, or catalogued 
with those bombastic phrases of the class 
day orator about “ the true Harvard spirit ”’ 
and “ our beloved alma mater.” 

But a new note seems now to be audible, 
and the cry, uttered by men of weight, is 
based on reasons that cannot be ignored— 
on reasons, in fact, that perhaps hold good 
in many other colleges as well as in Har- 
vard. When men like Prof. G. P. Baker and 
A. Lawrence Lowell speak and then repeat 
the warning, every one who has the welfare 
of higher education in America in interest 
is bound to pay attention. It is their con- 
tention that the rich man’s son has become 
a menace to the intellectual tone and moral 

r of our colleges, and that something 

should be done about it. 


Intellectual Life Waning. 

Prof. Lowell, himself a Harvard graduate 
and recently connected with the teaching 
staff, Has no fault to find with American 
graduate and professional schools, but he 
does feel that the tone of American col- 
leges is becoming less and less conducive 


to intellectual life, to the training of think-

ers and scholars. 
thus describe’ the present day 


undergraduates, writing in the Harvard 


Graduates’ Magazine: 

‘“*Men come to college from different sur- 
‘oundings, and in different circumstances. 
Some, who are poor, look upon the college 
chiefly as a step toward a future liveli- 
hood. This is especially true of those who 
intend to be teachers. Such men work hard, 


and in fact they often cannot remain un- 


less they win scholarships. But they some- 
times fail to get a full measure of what is 
quite as important as study; that is, the 
benefit of social intercourse with their com- 
Among the rich men, on the other 
hand, many come who have no serious in- 
tentions of any kind. Their life is, in the 
main, harmless, but frivolous, decidedly in- 
dolent, and wholly aimless. Apart from the 
negative righteousness of abstaining from 
evil, far too many students feel no great 
responsibility in college. They think that, 
however idle they may be there, they will 
work hard and make their mark after grad- 
uation, and this feeling is encouraged by 
the community at large, which is constantly

ing afterward, and that the man wh ' 
0 is bad : matter—the attitude of the rich boys’ own

Ge neral Manager's Maxim. 


The fact that the chairmen and directors 
of British railways are not, as a rule, high 
salaried experts like the presidents and vice 
presidents of American roads has made 
the position of general manager on British 
railways one of the first importance. The 
salaries paid by the great British companies 
to their general managers range as high as 
$30,000 a year. ‘ The first discovery that 
any one makes on being appointed to such a 
post,’’ said Sir George Findlay of the Lon- 
don and Northwestern, himself one of the 
best of English railway managers, “ isthat if 
the day consisted of forty-eight hours in- 
stead of twenty-four, and every hour were 
devoted to his office, his time would still be 
insufficient to meet the demands on it.” 
One of the maxims Sir George laid down for 
economizing fime was: ‘‘ Always make a 
point of refusing, except, of course, in spe- 
cial circumstances, to see chance callers.” 
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another calise, and that is the defective 
community life. The real training of stu- 
dents comes from one another as well as 
from the instructors; but with the growth 
in numbers clase feeling has become # much 
weaker thing than it was thirty years ago. 
and the general sense of solidarity among 
large groups of students has declined. The 
old bonds are passing away; and yet it would 
seem to be clear that in our country a col- 
lege education without a community life 
cannot permanently succeed. To expect 
that a large number of young men, from 
18 to 22 years of age, without a common life 
or common aspirations, without the incentive 
of rivalry or the advantage of healthy inter- 
course with one another, will get any great 
benefit from simply pursuing courses of 
study of which they can foresee no imme- 
diate application is to expect a great deal 
of the American youth. To get the real 
benefit of college education men must live 
the life of a college.”

‘Rich Live by Themselves. 

And then he states what he considers the 
pith of the problem, the withdrawal of the 
rich inte private dormitories apart from the 
college. He writes: 
“No college can do what it ought to, can 
stimulate intellectual enthusiasm, or the 
love of hard mental exercise, or true fellow- 
ship, unless every man stands on his own 
merits and finds his own social level on his 
own mental and moral force. A college, in 
other words, to be successful, must be a 
democracy, and a democracy cannot con- 
tinue to exist if the richer men live apart by 
themselves in expensive private dormitories 
and the poorer men by themselves in other 
places, as is becoming more and more the 
case in Harvard at the present day. The 
Harvard Union has no doubt done a 
great deal, but the union alone cannot solve 
the problem. We are coming to the parting 
of the ways, where we must either make up 
our minds that the social life of the students 
is none of our affair—and in that case we 
had probably better give up the college as 
an institution altogether and confine our- 
selves to the work of the schools which pre- 
pare men for practical life; or we must bring 
our men together into a real community, 
with a common life—a true college life. This 
can never be done by outside dormitories 
built by private enterprise, because their ef- 
fect is of necessity a segregation into dis- 
tinct social groups based largely on wealth. 
It can be done only by means of modern col- 
lege dormitories, large enough to house the 
great bulk of the students within the college 
walls. Such a plan would benefit not any 
one class alone but all the undergraduates. 
Many .of the men who come to us need a 
larger social life. Others need not only this 
but also more intellectual stimulus, and all 
of thera need to be shuffled together. This 
question is a large one, but it is one that we 
must face.” 


Rich and Poor Should Mix. 
Prof. Lowell advocates the erection of dor- { 
mitories on college ground, attractive 
enough to satisfy the rich and inexpensive 
enough to enable the poor students to live 
in them. He does not say so, but his plan 
implies of necessity a faeulty prohibition, 
one would suppose, of life the numerous 
palatial private dormitories where’ the rich 
men’s sons at Harvard at present almost en- 

tirely congregate, 
Prof. Baker seems to incline to the opin- 
ion that “‘ dormitories, discipline, and didac- 
tices" will all fail to reach the heart of the 


families; that the early training, or the lack 
‘of it these boys receive is to blame for their 
outlook on college life, for their increasing 
tendency to “ segregate, on a money basis.”’ 

One thing at least seems certain—that 
American social conditions of today are be- 
ginning seriously to make themselves felt in 
the colleges, and that at Harvard in particu- 
lar the increasing number of sons of the rich, 
herding together in luxurious idleness, has 
come to be regarded by many thoughtful 
alumni as a menace to the intellectual tone 
of the college; as a danger to its usefulness 
and high mission, that must by some means 
or other in the near future be faced down, 
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Said Mr. Kipling, 
“The cities are full 
of pride, challenging 
to each.’”’

Present Time’s Favorable Showing. 


The writer then states that he has exam- 
ined the yearly real estate reviews of THE 
TRIBUNE during the period of his investiga-

Flour Versus Wheat. 


. The great decrease in the exports of wheat 
from this country the last year, while the ex- 
\ ae of flour have fallen off little, calle atten- 
to the never ending contest between the 
miller and the wheat exporter, whether our 
exports shall go out in the shape of wheat or 
of flour. That the miller has suffered less 
than the exporters the last year is undoubted- 
ly due in part to the fact that the millers 
through their organization, the Millers’ Na- 
tional federation, have been able to exert 
@ more effective influence on the railroads in 
the matter of securing rates. From the mil- 
fers’ point of view, of course, and naturally 
it is much better for the wheat to be ground 
in this country and be exported as flour, for 
then the mills are kept busier, the mill opera- 
tives have more work and more wages, and 
the miller more profits. Exports of wheat for 
the elevan months ending May 31, 1904, were 
only 438,771,648 bu, compared with 100,154,487 
Du the papvious eleven months, and 147,511.- 
438 bu the\eleven months ending May 31, 1902. 
Flour expyrts for the eleven months just 
‘ended were 16,316,523 bris, compared with 
18,196,088 lirls the previous year, and 16,- 
413,466 bris two years ago. 


Consumption and Production. 


An interesting discussion of this question 
from the miller’s standpoint is printed by the 
Modern Miller as follows: 

“The coming year will throw definite light 

on the problem of wheat supply in its rela- 
ry to domestic consumption. and export 
trade. The*tremendous slump in wheat ex- 
ports from the United States was the strik- 
ing feature of the last year, andthe efforts 
to assign the reasons and trace the influences 
that developed this important feature will 
“bear fruit when a normal crop brings the. 
pendulum back to the normal.and sets forth 
clearly net results in home consumption and 


" @Xport surplus. Because of steady increase 


in population, added to the indefinite but 
highly probable claim that per capita con- 
sumption is‘increased, the normal export sur- 
pius of wheat is sure to show.a falling off. 
“Domestic consumption — bas certainly 
-,made a sharp gain on production and this 
net loss to the export surplus is of vital im- 
portance in determining future prices. For 
the miller this is no bad omen. The wheat 
exporter is discouraged, as his lines of oper- 
ation are contracted, and this is already no- 
ticeable in the dwindling interior storage 
capacity of most exporting firms, and a re- 
markable dwindling of storage capacity at 
the eastern seaboard. The exporter to doa 
Successful business must operate on large 
lines. At least, this is the experience of the 
exporting houses in the west. With a dimin- 
ishing export wheat surplus the grain ex- 
porter finds his lines of operation greatly 
contracted. Chartered boats cannot be 
maintained unless a free business is assured. 
Blevators are expensive to maintain unless 
they can be filled with wheat that must com- 
pete with the Argentine and Russia. Fierce 
competition between wheat exporters and 
American mills means that the w t ex- 


_ porters’ will be driven from the field. They 


Cannot accumulate wheat in competition 
with the Argentine on any such basis. 


“Therefore the wheat expurt surplus is 


Matter of vital importance. If the wheat 
exporter is eliminated from the accumula- 
tive centers in the west the miller is free 
from this competition in wheat buying and 
the foreign miller is robbed of the supplies 
and must turn his eyes toward Canada, 
Argentina, hussia, and Australia. With 


+ increased domestic consumption the west 


will not offer inducements to wheat export- 
ers, and their operations promise to be 
transferred to the northwest. This transi- 
tion is in evidence, and the relation of con- 
sumption to production in the United States 
determined by the new crop year, will be 
watched with intense interest by the ports, 
the steamships and railroads, wheat ex- 
porters, and millers.”

CAR SERVICE TANGLE 
DISCUSSED BY LAWYERS.

Attorneys for the roalroads centering in 
Chicago yesterday had another conference 
with United States District Attorney Bethea 
regarding the proposed. suit to be instituted

Railroads Object to Change. 

The railroad attorneys contended that no
